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By Command of His Highness the Maha Raja, the celebration of 
the Thirumadatnpu of His Highness Marthanda Varma Elaya Raja of 
Travancore was decided to take place on the 1 Oth M aka ram 1114 and I 
wa# appointed to be in special charge of the arrangements. 

. This Thirumadatnpu had a supreme significance attached to it. It 
was the first time within living memory that the Ruling Sovereign of the 
State was conducting the Thirumadampu of His younger brother, a.id 
Their Royal mother was blessing the function. 

I was to be guided in the conduct of my duties by the precedent of 
1062. On account, however, of the tremendous changes that have come 
about since in all directions and in men’s out look, it was not possibl- 
to go in for a close following of the precedent of those long by-gone 
days except so far as the ritualistic portion of the function went. 

The ideals of the State are advancing by leaps and bounds and 
the invitees*for the function are, unlike the olden days, far greater in 
number ; more and more needs had to be attended to now. Excepting 
for the religious part of the ceremony, there are the very near prece¬ 
dents of the Thirumadampu ceremony of His Most Gracious Highness 
the Maha Raja and the Pallikeitu of Her Highness Karthika Thirunal 
First Princess. These two ceremonies were celebrated with all pomp 
and splendour befitting the grander functions. Memories of these cere¬ 
monies are still fresh in men’s minds. Naturally enough the present 
ceremony has to keep pace to some extent at least with the way in 
which they were conducted. There is also the outstanding advantage 
of clear and exhaustive and the monumental reports by the Special 
Officers concerned of these ceremonies giving literally the closese 
details in respect of each and every arrangement connected with those 
big ceremonies. The secular portions of the present ceremony were 
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His Highness The Maha Raja. Soon after the receipt of the Neettu I 
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and the Accountant and one Clerk from the 1st Dhanu.

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It will thus be seen that as a matter of fact the 2 Clerks and Typist 
recommended for appointment on the 1 st Vrischigom actually entered 
upon their duties only on the 11 th Vrischigom and alter. 

Malayalam Sadhanom R. O. C. No. 6864/38/Genl., dated,the 
7th November 1938 is the first official communication to be received by 
me from Government. The text thereof is as follows :— 
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To start with, the files in connection with the Thirumadampu cere - 
mony of 1102 were handed over to me by the Ulsavamatom Kariakar 
as per sanction conveyed in Palace Order No. .2863/19/14 dated the 
23rd Thulam 1114. I also got possession of two churunas of cadjan 
records kindly sent to me as per G. O. R. O. C. No. 68 34/38/Genl., 
dated the 7th November 1938 from the Central Vernacular Records. 
Though these were supposed to contain the accounts of 1062 Thiru- 
madampu, these were on scrutiny found to be simply piravada accounts 
of certain articles required for the Thirumadampu of 1062 as also for 
certain ceremonies in the Mathilakom in that year. The same were 
therefore found to be of no use for the purpose in hand and hence 
returned to the Central Vernacular Records on 23-4-1 1 1 4. 


The exhaustive records in connection with the Thirumadampu of 
1102, on the other hand contained a mine of information regarding the 
details in regard to the many and varied articles required for the cere¬ 
mony, the persons to be got down for the various religious rites, the 
nature and details of the religious rites, the details of the sadyas to be 
conducted and the details about Arikoppu payments. Copious note^ 
were taken from these papers and the work in respect of each department 
connected with the function was taken on .hand. As regards all other 



(nailers and particularly of the different sadyas to be conducted and the 
social functions to be got up, reference to the records in connection with 
the Pallikcttus of 1109 and 11 14 was essential and imperative. The 
Pallikettu of He( Highness Karthiga Thirunal conducted in 1109 
• Makaram was celebrated with all the pomp and splendour befitting the 
occasion which was unique in being the first of its kind within living 
memory when the Ruler of the State celebrated the marriage of his 
Royal Sister. Naturally the present Thirumadampu ceremony also has 
to be conducted in right royal fashion on lines similar to those of the 
Princess’ wedding. As such the connected papers would furnish very 
useful materials on which to build upon and rightly too as the Palli¬ 
kettu is verv fresh in the minds of all. As such I wrote to the Palli¬ 
kettu Special Officer for kindly handing over these files to me. But to 
my dismay, 1 was told that he had not closed his work and that there¬ 
fore it was not possible for him to hand over all these files and that my 
Head Clerk would be allowed to take any files that he might require. 

• I had not bargained for this handicap. It was only under this arrange¬ 
ment that access to the files in connection with the Pallikettus of 1109 
and I 114 was made possible. It was therefore not without difficulty 
that I could gather the innumerable details to be got up (or the social 
functions etc. The files in connection with thf Pallikettu of 1109 were 
however handed oyer to me on 9-5-1 11 4, i. e., be it noted, just 29 days 
before the actual date of the ceremony. 

The Maramat works to be done in connection with the Thiru¬ 
madampu ceremony were asked by Government to be attended to by 
the Panivagai Department. There was a Pallikettu of Her Highness 
Uthram Thirunal in Chingom of the current year, in connection with 
which‘Sadirpuras and other sheds were put up at Thevarathukoikkal on 
the pattern of the Princess’ wedding in 11 09. The various artisans had 
gained considerable practical experience in the putting up of the pandal 
and in the artistic designs and draperies that are in full evidence inside 
it. Nowhere else in India could paper and cloth be put to such [grand 
and successful use as in this country and in this work. The execution 
of the works in the pandal and the splendid finish they had attained had 
made the pandal more than a match for its predecessor of five years ago. 
The whole Structure was a sight for the Gods to see and men’s eyes to 
feast upon. 1 


The settlement in Kanni of the Thirumadampu function to take 
place in Makaram and the comparatively short time intervening between 
dismantlemeit and re-erection for the new Ceremony was a matter to pause 
over ;and with characteristic insight and statesmanship His Gracious 
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Highness The Maha Raja commanded that the Sadirpandal might fee 
retained for the Thirumadampu ceremony. Be it specially noted, this 
decision was a supreme act of self-sacrifice on the part of His Highness 
The Maha Raja, for generally, no pandal as such as used for a similar 
occasion a second time. Hindu sentiment does not allow it. His 
Highness The Maha Raja is however not swayed by such considera¬ 
tions alone, devout and orthodox to a degree as he admittedly is. To 
him the tax payer's money is a trust, and by or e stroke of imagination 
he commanded that it was enough if the secular functions connected 
with the Thirumadampu of His Royal Brother are conducted in the 
same old pardal which was used for the recent Pallikettu disallowing 
all other considerations. The whole country was gazing in admira¬ 
tion at this act of self-abnegation on the part of its devoted Ruler. The 
Sadirpura and other sheds put up at Thevarathukoikkal in connection 
with the Pallikettu ceremony were directed to be retained for the 
Thirumadampu ceremony as well. A re-thatching and small patchings 
up here and there were all that was done. The main additional works ' 
to be carried out were the putting up of the sheds at Karuppukoikkal 
and improvements and repair to Vadakke Kottaram and Sundara 
Vilasom. These works were carried out with commendable prompti¬ 
tude and were all completed in time. While the Pallikettus are done 
in the Thevarathukoikkal, Thirumadampu ceremonies are done only in 
the Karuppukoikkal building opposite to the Sundara Vilas Palace- 
1 his is a very old building with very little accommodation. This was 
renovated and put in order. A big pandal 13 put up in the open space 
in front. The drapery and decoration works here were matter for 
admiration and joy for all people who were present to see it. All the 
State Officers were to stand under this canopy during the actual Thiru¬ 
madampu ceremony on the I Oth Makar am and it is the personal 
experience of all these Officers what a delightful sight the structure was. 
Unlike the Sadir Pandal the fresh white sea-sand which took the place 
of the carpets here lent it additional charm. The big lustre mala sus¬ 
pended in the middle dome attracted the eyes of all. 

The preparation of the estimate was taken in hand as soon as the 
office was formed. A consolidated list of the various articles supplied 
and consumed in 1102 Thirumadampu was prepared. The figures so 
arrived at were modified in the light of the figures obtained for the 
Pallikettu ceremonies of 1109 and 1114. The list of invitees having 
not been ready then, the estimate for feasts could only approximately be 
worked out on the basis of the consumption for similar feasts in the two 
later ceremonies. In 11 1’2 there were no sadyas for the Officers. In 
3109 and 1114 Pallikettu ceremonies, sadyas were given for the officers. 



These sadyas having been sanctioned to be conducted for the present 
Th'ruraadampu, the articles required (or these aadyas had also to be 
included in the-e tiraate. The religious rites for the Thirumadampu 
and Pallikettu were different. The quan'iiies of articles consumed there 
for in I I 02 were included in the estimate without any change. lh a ^ & t-sj 
gi9en for the Palace Officers in 1102 was an innovation. 50 paras of 
rice and the quality of the provisions therefor Jiad to be deducted from 
(he estimate, 

The preparation of the estimate having thus been completed notifi- 
. cations inviting contractors for the supply of the articles were published 
in two issues of the Gazette successively dated. Spire notifications 
were distributed amongst all Ulsavamatom contractors, and were also 
sent to the Tahsildars of the Taluks for local publication. The auction 
was conducted on 22-4-1114 and 23-4-1114. Certain articles which it 
was considered expedient to purchase locally such as the different 
varieties of (lour, scents and scented article;, etc., were excluded from 
the contract. Three standards were kept in v.ew in auctioning the con¬ 
tracts, oiz., the Ulsavamatom rate basis, the last Pallikettu rate basis and 
the nirak rates. The rates secured at the auction compared favourably 
with both the rales for the recent Pallike tu and the nirak. The total 
approximate savings in the auctions with reference to Pallikettu contracts 
basis worked up to Rs. 2097. !n connection with the Pallikettu cere¬ 
monies of I I 09 and 1114 the best punja nee was got down by special 
arrangement for the Kochumadappalli sadyas at Thevarathukoikkal. 
Similar special arrangements were made now and 96 paras of best punja 
rice were got down from Kuttanad. Sanction for the arrangement was 
also obtained in Government letter R. O. C. No. 409/59/Genl., dated 
the 1 7tb January 1939. 

As regards cooking and serving of the meals and for preparing the 
sweet-meats the arrangements made were as follows : — 

i For engaging additional men over and above the normal Agra- 
sala staff for serving, >.05 and f or t h e 

Agrusala sadya the contract was auctioned and the 1 lowest bidder 
engaged for the purposes. 

2. For the employment of labour and serving of the Kochumadap - 
palli and Pakkon sadyas at the Thevarathukoikkal, notification inviting 
tenders was published in the Gazette. Spare copies of the notification 
were ootained and distributed among prominent cooks at Trivandrum. 
One N. Veeramonia Iyer was the lowest bidder. As he did not possess 
previous experience in running such contracts the bid was recommended 
to be confirmed in the name of the next higher bidder and the sanction 
• of Government obtained therefor. 





For Kochum?dappal!i sadyano such tender was receveJ. As the 
success of the ceremony depended to a great extent on the excellence of 
the cooking for the invited guests, Harihara Iyer and Sankaranarayana 
Iyer, Bharippu in the Kochumadappalli and **>8 in the Palace 

who are experts in this branch of work were engaged with the kind per¬ 
mission of the Palace. The sanction of Government was also obtained 
therefor'in their Order R. O. C. No, 441 /39/Genl.> dated the 14th 
January 1939. Ihe aforesaid Harihara Iyer was also engaged for the 
preparation of the different sorts of pickles required for the ceremony. 

*For the labour required for preparing palaharams, and also for the 
preparation and serving of coffee and palaharams for the morning and 
evening lunch, notification inviting tenders was published in the Gazette 
and -copies thereof were issued to the prominent cooks and hotel keepers 
at Trivandrum. One Narasimhan Potti alone presented a tender and 
as he had previous experience and was said to be capable of working the 
contract satisfactorily the Government was addressed for confirming the 
contract in his name. The Government sanctioned the contract in their 
letter R. O. C. No 348/39|Genl., dated the 1 5th January 1939. 

Suitable persons were also engaged (1) for the supp'y of labour for 
cooking and serving arrangements in connection with the sadyas for 
Officers and (ii; for carrying the vessels from the Ulsavamatom S‘ores 
to the Agrasala, cleaning them daily from the stores after the Thiru- 
madampu, for carrying the required fuel from the Stores to the. Madap- 
palli, for cutting the plantain ieaves for the sadyas at Agrasala and for 
twisting the required number of S’ - 'a. Government sanctions for 
these contracts were also obtained. 

As usual in connection with such ceremonies, the Government 
granted me powers to purchase locally, as an exception to the Store Rules 
any articles required for the ceremony excepting those given on contract 
and to make such local purchases whenever found necessary on account 
of the default of the contractors concerned, the loss occasioned thereby 
being recovered from the contractor in the usual course. 

With the exception of the contractor Raman Pillai Krishna Pillai 
who had take ap the contract for the supply of "-soft o ) .. 5 co'cj ( -a s ; 
ante- 11 , <m>o * .ii 0 all the other contractors fulfilled the terms of their con¬ 
tract without giving room for any complaint. Krishna Pillai having 
failed to supply the articles he had taken on contract from the very start, 
other arrangements were made for the supply thereof through one of the 
recognised standing Ulsavamatom contractors. Action has been taken 
for the recovery of the loss to Government occasioned by the default of 
this contractor. 
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Besides the office staff referred to supra, a small executive staff 
(vide Annexure X A) for the receipt and issue of stores and for pro¬ 
perly supervising the several items of work in connection with the 
ceremony was also appointed. Care was taken to see that this staff was 
the minimum to suit the requirements and was entertained only for the 
’absolute minimum period. Compared to Thirumadampu ceremony of 
] 102 and Pallikettu ceremony of 1109 the staff entertained was small. 

In connection with the Thirumadampu of 11 02 there were 8 stores 
while for the Pallikettu of 1109 there were 9 stores. Now the number 
of stores on the present occasion was reduced to 6 in all. In connection 
with the Thirumadampu of 1102 a separate officer, one assistant and 
one lascar were appointed to supervise the proper conduct of 
Navagrahasanthi etc., conducted in the Palace. Another Officer, two 
assistants and 2 Iascars were also appointed to look after the kriyas at 
Karuppukoikkal. Now however one officer, one assistant and I lascar 
were alone appointed to look after both the Navagrahasanthi, etc., 
conducted at the Vadakke Kottaram as also the numerous kriyas 
conducted at the Karuppukoikkal, In connection with the Thiru¬ 
madampu of 1102 separate officers had been appointed for pakarcha 
distribution and swayampakom distribution. During the Pallikettu of 
1109 both these duties were attended to by an officer, an assistant and 
4 peons. -No such separate officer was appointed now. Further 
during the Thirumadampu of 1102 an independent full-time officer was 
appointed to look after the sadyas at Agrasala. In connection with the 
Pallikettu ceremony of 1 IC9 two assistants were appointed to look after 
the sadyas at Agrasala. Now however the whole duty in this respect 
was attended to by the Ulsavamatom Kariakar himself. It will thus 
be seen that I have tried as much as possible to avoid all unnecessary 
expenditure and that only the absolute minimum number of hands was 
appointed for the due conduct of work. Special care was also taken to 
see that the assistants and the executive staff were retained only for the 
period absolutely necessary. Details of the staff appointed for each of 
the sections and stores and the nomination made for each of the post are 
given in annexure A 

Mr. S. Srinivasa Iyengar, b. a., b. l., was the officer appointed 
to look after the kriyas in connection with the whole Thirumadampu 
ceremony. He joined duty on 15-4-1114 and had very tight work 
throughout. With exceptional care and ability Mr. Iyengar discharged 
his duties and 1 am very happy to testify to the very estimable work 
done by him. 

Messrs. M. Padmanabha Iyer and V. Desikom Iyengar, who 
were my two assistants were of invaluable help to me, and if the 
ceremony was a success the same was due to their unflinching devotion 
to duty and their meticulous care. 

637 . . 
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The Ulsavamatom Kariakkar was placed in entire charge of the 
sadyas at Agrasala. He was also placed in charge of the Officers’ • 
sadyas. With a mastery of details and rare devotion, he conducted the 
feedings there very successfully. 

The Mathilakom Kariakkar was placed in charge of the arrange¬ 
ments within the Sadirpura, reception of Guests, distribution of 
pansupari and music parties, As is so usual with him his work was 
done quietly and satisfactorily. 

The Melkanganom Tahsildar was in charge as usual of arangus, 
fireworks, supply and distribution of flowers, ^flower garlands, and 
attending to the convenience of the musicians, etc. 

It has been usual for the staff of the Ulsavamatom being put under 
the supervision of the Special Officer in connection with such ceremonies 
in the past. Although there was no express specific order in that behalf 
this time, for all practical purposes, the Ulsavamatom Kariakar and his 
staff vied with the Special duty Officers and subordinates in carrying, 
out the various duties devolving on them in connection with the 
ceremony with commendable care. The unanimous and hearty co-ope¬ 
ration of one and all of these officers in the graceful conduct of the 
ceremony from beginning to end without any the slightest hitch was a 
very remarkable feature and struck all onlookers. 

Various duties devolve in such functions on the Erayali Nairs and 
Proverthicars of the Taluk. The menial duties such as ojo©o 

-aj-aaj', oj:g>0 AsasT, • ■rojjj”, ojIdaaJ®, Ao"W {Doiqolsinifsi»|“ 

etc., devolve on Erayali Nairs. Th<* Proverthicars of the Pakulhies 
besides being responsible for getting these items of work in question done 
by the Nairs were also charged with taking delivery of the vessels required 
for the sadyas and kriyas from the Ulsavamatom stores and the supply 
thereof from time to time according to requirements. In connection 
with this Thirumadampu also these duties were as usual got attended to 
by Erayali Nairs and by the Proverthicars, 

In connection with the Thirumadampu of I 102 and Pallikettu of 
1109, the services of the Pakuthi Accountants and peons were also 
indented on to look after the convenience of the Guests. For both these 
ceremonies 20 Accountants and 20 peons were detailed for the purpose. 
Now 12 Accountants and 13 peons were detailed for the purpose. 

The persons who are to officiate in or otherwise attend to various 
religious rites and ceremonials are known as 
and emsroajqjmn'Woi. A list of these persons showing 
the various rites and ceremonials they had to attend or participate, with 
the dates thereof was prepared with reference to the list of 1062 and 
1102 Thirumadampu accounts. The persons got down in this con¬ 
nection were as follows:— ' 
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The attendance of Annanmars, Kuruppatimars and Variers was 
secured through the Revenue Department, those of Kadagampalli 
Asan and Varikkoli Asan through Melkanganom Tahsildar and those of 
Ashtamangalyam and Thalapoli Women through the Sree Padam. 

The vessels required lor various religious rites were, as stated 
before, taken charge of by the ProverthikaTs of the Taluks and supplied 
at Karuppukoikkal. The vessels required for the religious rites such as 
Navagrakasanthi, etc., conducted in the Vadakke Kottaram were 
obtained from the Ulsavamatom Stores direct by one of the subordinates 
attached to the Vadakke Kottaram. The same arrangement was 
followed also in regard to the silver vessels required for the religious 
rites at Vadakke Kottaram. Silver vessels required for the religious rites 
at Karu^ukoikkal were supplied by the Chellamvagai. Kanikka and 
clothes required for some of the functions were supplied from the 
Nithiachilavu and for all other functions from the Special Office direct. 
The articles used for religious rites and supplied through various 
agencies are noted in Annexure B. 

The first function in connection with the Thirumadampu ceremony, 
as indeed it is in all cases where the chief Pandal has to be erected, 
is the Kalniruthu ceremony. It consists of planting the south-western 
corridor post of the chief shed in an auspicious hour after the perfor¬ 
mance of certain propitiatory poojas. The shed on the present occasion 
was the Sadifpura in the open space between the Nagarkavu and the 
ong corridor at the Thevarathu Koikkal. 
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Monday, the 13th Vrischigom 1114 between 6'] a. m. and 
7* 19 a. m. was the auspicious time fixed for this first ceremony in 
connection with the Thirumadampu. Usually this is the first function 
performed before putting up the principal shed in connection with the 
ceremony. Though it was ordered to retain the Sadirpura and other 
sheds put up in connection with the Pallikettu ceremony in Chingom 
last, the formal Kalniruthu ceremony in respect of the Thirumadampu 
Panda 1 had to be gone through as usual as the main Sadirpura for the 
Thirmadampu was the north to south section as against the east to west 

section in respect of Pallikettu. Thus the north to south Sadirpura 
being the principal pandal for the ceremony the o^bi&o was planted 
in position at the south-western corner of this pandal. The ^~ ^ 
or post ol jackwood was as usual arranged for through the Tahsildar of 
Trivandrum Taluk as per Government Orders. It was a big straight 
and sound log of the honey jack species, 12 koles long and 14 vannoms 
in girth rounded off and finished by the Panivagai Department. 


Before the auspicious hour fixed for the ceremony 3 tuskers from 
the Royal Stables were in readiness at the spot The Dewan, the local 
Hindu Levee Officers, Palace Officers, Kakkattu Potti, Palace 
Dikshitar and others were present. The Attmgal carpenters who 
had been specially requisitioned for as per mamool were present 
to perform and offer poojas. The articles required for 

vachorukku were supplied from the Ulsavamatom. The 
was decorated with W 5 ' elc '> and flower g arla nds by the Nanda- 
vanam Vicharippu and Panivagai authorities. The Mathilakam 
Nagaswarams were in attendance. 

By 6‘10 A. m. the master carpenter had performed the preli¬ 
minary poojas to’ the accompaniment of Nagaswarams near the spot 
where the log was to be planted and awaited the advent of the auspicious 
hour. The Dewan arrived at 6 30 A. M. As soon as the auspicious 
time arrived, the Kunnathu Asari performed poojas and burnt camphor 
to the Kal or the post which had been kept near in a reclining position 
east to west washed in turmeric and decorated with silk supplied by the 
Palace with flowers, and after prayers he offered cocoanutto his tutelary 
deity. The cocoanut at once broke in two halves, regular and equal in 
size. The Asari then gave the signal for lifting and planting the post 
which had been kept slightly reclining into the pit which had been 
previously dug up at the right spot and kept ready to rece,v e the post. 
The Dewan gave the pathivu Dakshina to the Palace Dikshitar. The 
Dewan and other officers who were present touched the post by way of 
giving a helping hand in lifting it("S^<a.ooi) an d drew back. The biggest 



of the 3 elephants, the famous Chandrasekharan was then gently led up 
to the spot straight away. The sagacious animal with perfect unconcern 
as it were and without any effort immediately walked towards the direc¬ 
tion of the pit lifting up the big log of wood and holding it in n-oner 
poattpn bet ween his two huge tusks. It was an unforgettable sight the 
majestic Chandrasekharanfixing the heavy log in position right down into 
the pit by a push with its forehead as if specially tutored for the occasion. 
Ihe elephant was holding the post straight up against his forehead 
beckoning his mahout to do the rest, when coolies employed by the 
Pamvagai fixed the post fast to the ground. Soon after the post was 
planted the Palace Sarvadhtkariakar offered pansupari to the Dewan 
and hen to the other officers present. Fruits were given to the ele¬ 
phants and Dakshma was distributed to the Palace Dikshitars, Danadi- 
kan and the carpenters the i expenditure being met from the Panivagai

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The others made their own arrangements in the matter. 

His Holiness the Azhancherri Thamprakkal escorted by 30 
followers arrived at 4-30 r. m. on the 8th Makaram. Special 
arrangements had been made to attend to their convenience and com¬ 
forts while at Trivandrum. As has been stated already the Thampuran 
was staying at Kulaprathu Matom, where spacious sbds had been put 
up. The building itself had been made quite habitable for the dis¬ 
tinguished Guest by suitable repairs and maintenance. Two men had 
been specially charged to attend upon therarty, with the help of the 
Pakuthi staff and the Erayali Nairs. The Thamprakkal and party 
stayed in Trivandrum till 22-6-1114. 

Generally speaking it is only for such extraordinary ceremonies like 
the Thirumadampu and the Murajapom that His Holiness the Azhan¬ 
cherri Thamprakkal takes a trip to Trivandrum. The memorable 
Jemple En. y Proclamation received the entire support of His Holiness; 
and to demonstrate their sense of loyalty and respect towards the august 
personage, the Hindu public of Trivandrum availed themselves of this 
opportunity for presenting an address to His_ Holines.. His Holiness 
having acceeded to their request the address was presented on the even¬ 
ing of Monday the 17th Makaram in the Sri Chitra Hindu Religious 
Library H.ll at a meeting convened for the purpose and presided over 
by Rajyaseva Durandara Dewan Bahadur V. S. Subramonia -Iyer, 
retired Dewan of Travancore The meeting was a distinguished one, 
attended by all the elite of Trivandrum and the general Hindu public 

In response to the invitation of His Highness The Maha Raja, 
His Highness the Maha Raja of Bikaneer came to Trivandrum on 
6. i’. e., the 4th day of the Thirumadampu on a State visit and 

his distinguished presence was availed of by the committee for the 
erection of the statue to Our Gracious Maha Rajaiin memory of the 
Temple Entry Proclamation. The Maha Raja of Bikaneer readily accept¬ 
ed the Committee’s invitation to lay the foundation stone of the pedestal 
of the statue in front of the Thekketheruvu Maligai in the Fort. This 
unique event—unique in itself and more unique in so far as the Ruler of 
a Sister State testfies by a tangible public action to his solemn approval 
of the great and beneficient edict of Our Maha Raja—took place on 
the evening'of the 13th Makaram and the happy function was performed 
by His Highness The Maha Raja of Bikaneer. His Holiness the 
Azhancherri Thamprakkal readily graced the occasion with his presence 
in response to the invitation as if to unequivocally and unmistakably 
demonstrate to the outside world his active support of the historic and 
•memorable Proclamation of Our Beloved Sovereign, to commemorate 
which the statue in question has been designed by His Highness’s 
loving subjects, a

The Edappalli Chief with 30 followers arrived at 3 p. m. on the 
6th Makaram 1114. As already stated they were accommodated 
in the spacious Kizhakke Kottaram. Arrangements similar to those 
made in the case of the Azhancherri Thamprakkal were made for the stay 
of the Chief and his retinue. The Edappalli Chief and party Jeft 
Trivandrum on 16-6-1114. 

There were no special arrangements for the meals of other invited ' 
Guests. These Guests were given the arikoppu due. 

In each of the buildings, viz., Padmavilasom, Zenana Mission 
School and Bhajanapura Kottaram where the invited Thampuratties 
were staying a set of staff consisting mainly of two of the subordinates 
taken on special duty as also one Pakuthi Accountant, one peon and a 
few Erayali Nairs was detailed to look after the convenience and com¬ 
forts of the Thampuratties therein The comfort and happiness of the 
Tharapurans and Thampuratties who come as Thirumadampu Gu«ts 
was a matter of very great concern to His Highness the Maha Raja and 
1 had peremptory orders that they should be made perfectly at home and 
happy here during their full stay and that no stone must be left unturned 
to achieve that result. They were the most important of the Guests and 
every one and all of them must be treated with respect in full measure 
and all directions of Government in that behalf should be carried out in 
their entirety. The Guests were to be housed in spacious Palaces and fed 
sumptuously. They were to be given musical and other entertainments 
of a very high order a d transported to the Sadir Pandal and feeding 
places in specially designed cars and buses at the proper times. They 
were to have some concert or other always. They were to be taken 
and shown round the town and suburbs with adequate esctfTt. Coffee 
and tea were to be served twice a day in the morning and evening with 
rich and delicious palaharams. Provision for hot water and cool 
drinks had to be made adequately. Willing and capable servants had 
to be posted in the different buildings they were occupying so as to be 
at their ready behest. In fact everything to make their stay easy and 
comfortable had to be provided for. Annexure B 2 is the report of 
the camp officer. 

For providing necessary escort for the Thampuratties two Harikars 
and 2 Pattakars were also detailed in each building. The desideratum 
of bath rooms in the Zenana Mission School was made up by construct¬ 
ing newly 4 rooms in that building for the purpose. Additional latrines 
required were also put up in the Padma Vilasom and Bhajanapura Kot¬ 
taram buildings, The tank in the latter building was also completely 
drained and chlorinated. For readily placing at the disposal of the 
Thampuratties at any time they may require the means of conveyance 
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to take them to Thevarathukoikkal or to any other place they may like 
to visit, 4 Bussmg Nag buses from the State Transport Department and 
two hired Tourer cars were kept in readiness always at Padmavilasoni. 
Morning coffee and afternoon tiffin were served for the Thampuratties 
and children in their respective quarters. The Thampuratties and 
children in the Zenana Mission School went to Padma Vilas and had 
th»ir coffee and lunch there, this being more convenient for them. 
Young Thampurans and Thampuratties were served their meals at 
Padma Vilas. For this, the pakarcha required was sent to Padma 
Vilas at the time of every meal when the meals were got ready at.the 
Kochumadappalli. The Thampuratties were served their meals at 
Thevarathukoikkal. When the meals were ready, intimation thereof 
was given by phone to the respective residences of the Thampuratties 
in the various Palaces. They proceeded to Thevarathukoikkal in the 
buses kept ready and had their meals there. Programmes of functions 
in different places were made available to them and special care was 
taken to see that they had all the facilities they wanted to attend such 
functions. The servants who had come with the Thampuratties were 
tflso served their meals ai Padmavilasom. The pakarcha required for 
this was got down for every meal from Thevarathukoikkal. 

In each of the camps besides arranging a constant supply of betels 
and other chewing materials of the best variety, articles required for 
toilette such as mirrors, combs, hair oil, soaps, etc., were also stocked 
and supplied as per requirements. Special care was also taken to see 
that flowers for wear were supplied in plenty to each of the camps and 
that the Thampuratties one and all be decked tfferaselves with flowers. 
In the result, the Thampuratties had an exceedingly pleasant time 
during their stay at Trivandrum. Besides the major entertainments 
arranged for in the main Sadirpura at Thevarathukoikkal, special enter¬ 
tainment^ had ako been arranged exclusively for the Thampuratties at 
the Padmavilasom and Bhajanapura Kottaram on all the days of the 
ceremony. Such entertainments were arranged at all times excepting 
the hours of meals of the Thampuratties Details in respect of seating 
accommodation and other facilities for witnessing the entertainments 
were scrupulously attended to. The Thampuratties were shown all the 
places of interest in the Town during the days of the ceremony under 
the guidance of Mr. Raja Raja Varma, B. A., Clerk in the Secretariat 
who was in immediate charge of this arrangement. They worshipped 
in the Padmanabhaswami temple. They went to the beach and enjoyed 
sea view and sea breeze almost all the evenings Almost all of them 
visited the head works at Aruvikkara on 11-6-1114. They were taken 
round the dam and were shown the reservoir and other places of 
interest. Towards the evening of that day they assembled ■ at the 
Thekketheruvu Girls' School and saw the function in connection with 
the laying of the foundation stone of the pedestal of the Statue of His 
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Highness The Maha Raja at the Thekketheruvu Maidan. They saw 
the Museum on 12-6-1114. They visited Thampanoor Railway 
Station, Sri Chitra Home and Art Gallery. They also visited 
Kowdiyar, Nanthancode and Chalai Bazaar. In fact they saw all places 
of interest in and about Trivandrum. Thus all possible arrangements 
to make the stay of the Thampur a tties perfectly happy and def.ghttul P 
them were made. - 

For satisfactorily maintaining the health in the different Guests 
quarters, Mr. Venkitachalam Iyer, Sub Assistant Surgeon, Fort 
Hospital, was deputed by Government to go round the Guests quarters 
morning and evening and render timely medical aid. The Government 
also sanctioned the services of the Medical Officer in charge of the 
Fort Hospital being also availed of if and when occasion demanded. 
The health of the Guests in all the camps was satisfactory and there 
was not any case of illness. 

Mr. V. Desikom Iyengar, who was appointed as the Officer to 
look after the convenience of the Guests acquitted himself very cr^dio 
tably in the discharge of his very responsible and arduous work. 1 hat 
there was not a single complaint from any quarter testifies to the 
excellent work done by those who were deputed for duty in this respect.

Agrasala'Sadya. There were in all 9 meals, two meals, (qmmoso 
and wscraias,) on the 4 days of the Thirumadampu and one meal 
on the 5th day (Samavarthanam day). The vibhavoms served for these 
meals were on the scale of ordinary Badradeepavattom. The vibhavom 
lists for each meal were previously got approved from the Palace. On 
Padiyettom day, besides the usual ordinary vibhavoms a o-r<ai.n>o was 
also served extra, the expenditure for a_i3»civiQ alone being charged to 
Thirumadampu funds. The Ulsavamatom Kariakar was in entire 
charge of these sadyas. Annexure C is his report in the matter. 

The feasts at 7 heaira’huhoik. \al. These consisted of (1) the 
Pakkom sadya and (2) the Kochumadappalli sadya. Pakkom sadya 
was for the invited Nambooris, Sammandhi Pottis, Yathrakali Pottis, 
Palace servants, etc. Kochumadappalli sadya was for the Thampurans 
and Thampuratties. 

The detailed programme regarding the menu for these two sadya S 
was drawn up early after verifying the records of the Thirumadampu for 
1102 and of the Pallikettu of 1109 and the requisite sanction therefor 
obtained. In regard to Pakkom sadya, the storing of the provisions, 
cooking and serving of the same to all others except Sambandhi Pottis 
and Sastrakali Nambooris were done in the sheds put up north of 
Nagerkavu in the Thevarathukoikkal. Besides the usual 9 meals two 
on each day and f or the f our days of the ceremony 

and one meal motto) on the 5th day (Samavarthanam day) a 
separate sadya was arranged for and given to Sastrakali Nambooris on 
the evening of the previous day of the Thirumadampu in connection 
with the Kottighoshippu on that day. The Sambandhi Pottis and 
Sastrakali Nambooris were fed in the Nalukeitu of the Thevarathu¬ 
koikkal and the vibhavoms necessary were transhipped to the Naiukettu 
as soon as meals were got ready at Pakkom. After the meals of the 
Sambandhi Potties, etc., were over, the Nithiachilavu and Chellamvaga 
servants, etc , as also the Thavanakar women were fed. The Nithia¬ 

chilavu and Chellamvagai servants, etc., were fed in the Thalam 
outside the Naiukettu after the sadyas to the Thampurans was over. 

.All others took their meals in the sheds put tip for the same- The 
Scouts and Policemen on duty at the Thirumadampu Pandal were also 
given meals for all the days of,their duty as per the kind sanction of

In recognition of the very good work done by the Scoutsthe 
Government were pleased to sanction a special feast being given to them 
after the ceremony which was very much appreciated. 

The feast for the Thampurans and Thampuratties (viz-, K.ochuma a- 
palli sadya) was conducted inside the Thevarathukoikkal Pal «e budding, 
ffe storing of the articles required, the cooking and the feast were all 
conducted there. , , , 

This time the number of Thampurans and Thampurattiesto be ted 
came nearly to 400. It was very necessary to eed them all simultane¬ 
ously But the accommodation in the Nalukettu and around was 
limited the original building spacious as it is, not having been designed 
to mfet the preset contingencies Their feeding was thereforeone o 
anxiety as in any case the Nalukettu could not hold such a number at 
one and the same time. As has already been stated the mam Nalu- 
kettu was first used for the sadya of the Sammandhi Pott.es. Immedi- 

ately their sadya was over, the Nalukettu was cleaned welland leaves 

were spread the. e as also in the Edake'tus north of the Homapura and m 
Kannadithalam for the feast of the Thampurans ^d Tbmpuratt^es 
As on the 1st day there was koodiamrithu, the Kannadithalam an he 
Nedumpura north of it were not available and therefore there was o e 
difficulty in the matter. The space once used had again to be used tha. 
day It was so arranged therefore that the Thampurans and bbampu- 
raHies came in two batches that ^y to suit this arrangem^t and tha 
none was inconvenienced by having to wait at Thevarathukoikkal 

their meals. They were all taken in the buses m convenient batches. 

One of the important factors which^ontributes to success in simi.ar 
ceremonTes is .he' degree of ..excellence of the cooking and serving 
arrangements. Selection of cooks and servers was therefore of primary 
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importance. 1 was told that Harihara Iyer, Bharippu in Pakfeom 
Kochumadappalli at Kowdiyar Kunnu Palace and Sankaranarayana 
Iyer, Amrithuvaippu had previous experience and they are good cooks. 
Being employees of ’the Palace, the previous sanction asked of the 
Palace was also kindly accorded for utilising their services and they 
were given the contract for the work of cooking and serving for the 
Kochumadappalli sadya. Cooking was exceptionally good throughout 
and all had nothing but praise in the matter. The serving was also 
attended to well. A good set of clean young men specially drilled for 
the occasion and always neat and tidy was commanded for the purpose. 
As unlike the ceremonies in the past the Thampurans and Thampuratties 
attended the function in greater numbers, extra labour for serving had 
to be engaged. Thus by engaging a sufficiently large number of 
servers specially chosen for the occasion and by scrupu'ous care and 
attention paid to serving, the Kochumadappalli sadya was conducted 
•in a way that could not give room for any complaint. The servers 
were all courteous and neat. My friends Messrs. Rama Varma 
Raja, Assistant Commissioner, and Kerala Varma Raja, Kariakar, 
Mathilaxom, heartily helped me in this matter of feeding the Thampurans 
and Thampuratties. . 

The ordinary meals sanctioned to the Thampurans and Thampu¬ 
ratties for the 2 days prior to the Thirumadampu and subsequent to the 
Tliirumadampu were conducted at Padma Vilas. Annexure D is the 
detailed report of the Assistant at Thevarathukoikkal. 

Arrangements for tiffin and coffee as also for the preparation and 
distribution of sweet-meats were made at Vadakke Kottaram. Here 
also thg excellence of the preparation and distribution of the same for 
noon-meals coffee and tiffin would contribute in no small measure to 
the success of the ceremony. 1 was therefore on the look out at the 
very outset to get the best men for preparing and serving palaharams. 
One Narasimhan Potti was found to have had the necessary experience 
in the matter and to have satisfactorily fulfilled similar contracts for 
like ceremonies in the past. He was therefore entrusted with the 
contract in question. An executive staff consisting of an officer, two 
assistants and one peon was appointed to supervise the work in this 
connection. The Gues'.s were served with coffee and tiffin at the 
buildings they were accommodated. As the Thampuratties at the 
Zenana Mission School preferred to have their coffee and tiffin at 
Padma Vilasom along with the Thampura’ties accommodated at Padma 
Vilas, there was no separate arrangement for this at the Zenana Mission 
School. The Thampurans had their coffee and tiffin at Vadakke 
Kottaram itself. The children were given milk according to require¬ 
ments. 1 took special care to see that all the Guests wherever they 
may be accommodated, haH their coffee and tiffin at the times fixed 
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and that none was inconvenienced in this respect, For the invited 
Guests, arrangements had. been so made that their requirements for 
palaharam or coffee at all times were met with promptly. Annexure E 
is the detailed report of the Palaharam Store Officer. 

Mr. Sankaranarayana Iyer, the Officer deputed to supervise the 
arrangements in this respect, did excellent work and I cannot but be too 
grateful to him for it. 

In connection with Pallikettu ceremonies in 1109 and 1114, the 
sadya for Officers was conducted in 3 batches on 3 different days at 
the Kandappalii Medai. Now the Government sanctioned the sadyas 
lor the officials and nonofficials for the present Thirumadampu ceremony 
being ponducted at the Kandappalii Medai and the Division Cutcherry 
buildings at 7 r, M. on the 11th and 12th Makaram 1114 and the 
sadyas being distributed in the two places as per details noted below. 
Sadya at Kandappalii Medai. On the 1 Ith Makaram 1114 for 
Brahmins and Ambaiavasis. 

„ at Division Cutcherry On the 1 1 th Makaram 1 11 4 for Nairs 
buildings. and Vellalas. 

„ Do. On the 12th Makaram 1114 for 

• Hindus other than Brahmins, Am¬ 

baiavasis, Nairs and Vellalas, and 
for [non-Hindus. 

The Ulsavamatom Kariakar was placed in "responsible charge of 
these sadyas. The list of invitees for the same was prepared in the 
Secretariat and the invitation issued over the signature of the Dewan. 
The Police band played during the hours of the sadya; on the two 
days. 

At the very commencement Government ordered that the officers 
should be fed on absolutely watertight compartment basis so as to 
avoid all uneasiness and friction on their part. Thus unlike the sadyas 
on previous occasions which were conducted batch by batch in the 
same building on consecutive days, two batches in different buildings 
had to be served simultaneously for the present ceremony. Every 
attempt was made to see that the cooking and serving were done as best 
as possible. In addition to the men engaged for cooking 7(J servers 
were also engaged for work on the two Jays. A large number of 
servers was employed for the sadyas for officers. On the 1 st day as 
there were sadyas both at Kandappalii Medai and Division Cutcherry 
buildings, the Ulsavamatom Kariakar was in charge at Kandappalii 
Medai and I was in charge in the Division Cutcherry buildings. The 
Officers do not generally like the feeding being conducted at the untidy 
Division Cutcherry buildings. Nor could this be helped as there are 
no spare buildings available for the purpose^ 
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The kanji was distributed to the poor on all the 5 days of the 
ceremony. To enable the inmates of the Sri Chitra Home (or Desti¬ 
tute and Infirm being also given sadyas for the 5 days of the ceremony, 
•a small reduction in the quantity of rice issued to the kanjipura had to be 
made. The distribution of kanji was made under the supervision of the 
Kanjipura Vicharippukar and the Proverthicar, Anchamada. Annexure 
F is the list for quantity of rice and provisions issued to the Kanjipura. 

Sadyas to the inmates of the Mahilamandiram. This sadya was 
conducted on the Thifumadampu day and 'the same was conducted 
uftder the supervision of the Secretary, Mahilamandiram. Annexure G 
is the list for the quantity of rice and provisions issued for the sadya. 

Sadya in the Kanjipura, Kumarapuram. This sadya was also for 
the Thirumadampu day and the same was conducted under ffie super¬ 
vision of the Proverthicar. Annexure H is the list for the quantity of 
rice and provisions issued for the sadya. 

Sadya to the inmates of the Mental Diseases Hospital , Oolampara, 
and the Leper Colony, Nootanad. The sadyas were given to the 
inmates of these two places under the supervision of the Medical 
Officers concerned at a cost of Rs. 25 and Rs. 50 respectively. The 
amounts were sent to the respective Medical Officers by me. 

Sadya to the inmates of the Central Prison and Reformatory, 
Sadya was conducted to the inmates on all the 5 days of the ceremony. 
A sum of Rs. 20 to meet the cost of the extra provisions was sent to 
the Superintendent of the Home. Annexure K. 

Public Holidays. The day of the Thirumadampu and Padiyettom 
as also the day previous to the Thirumadampu were declared as 
holidays throughout the State in connection with the ceremony, Vide 
G. O. R- O. C. No. 7604138 Genl., dated the 15th January 1939. 

Preparation of Programmes . Copies of the Muhoorthacharthus 
for the var-ous religious functions in connection with the Thirumadampu 
prepared by the Palace Dikshitar were received with Palace Order 
No. 3270(191/14 dated the 2nd Vrischigom 1114. The Government 
in their Order R. O. C. No. 6864/38 Gen!., dated the 28th November 
1938, called [or a preliminary but complete programme for the Thiru¬ 
madampu. A reference to the Thirumadampu records of I I0Z went to 
show that the Malayalam programme of the functions was prepared in 
the Palace and that on receipt of the same a programme in English 
was prepared from the Special Office. But this time I was directed 
to prepare the programmes in English and Malayalam and submit 
the draft for approval. The preparation of the draft programme in 
Malayalam was taken up immediately. There were many practical 
difficulties in the preparation thereof. The Malayalam programme of 
1102 was not of much material help as the places at which the 
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various functions were conducted and the details of the officers and 
others who had to attend such functions as also the routes of the 
several processions were not embodied therein. The order of the 
ritualistic portion as contained in the Malayalam programme had to be 
thoroughly revised on the lines suggested by Kakkattu Potti. • 
Notwithstanding these difficulties, the preparation of-the programme was 
pushed through as expeditiously as possible, and the draft programme 
in Malayalam in its final form was submitted for approval.along with my 
letter No. 306 dated 25-5-1114. The programme approved was 
received from the Palace on 3-6-1 1 14, and sent to the Government 
Press the same day for being printed. The programme in English was 
prepared and sent to Government for being printed and published in the 
Gazette ; and the same was published in the Gazette dated 4-6-1114. 
Annexure L is the copy of the programme in Malayalam and Annexure 
M is the copy of the programme in English. 

Besides these detailed programmes, a skeleton programme showing 
the dates and times and places of functions was also got printed both in 
English and Malayalam for being distributed to the Officers and other# 
who had to a'tend the various functions. 

The dates and times at which and the places where the Dewan 
had to come for the various functions were embodied in a note and 
submitted to the Dewan. .Annexure N is the copy of this note. 

There were besides, circulars issued from the Palace direct for the 
information of the Palace Officers and others regarding their attendance 
in connection with processions and other like functions. 

The programme of His Highness The Maha Raja in connection 
with the Thirumadampu ceremony was received from the Palace for 
information and guidance. Annexure O is a copy of the same. 

Military programme. In connection with the Thirumadampu 
ceremony of ! 102, the preparation of the Military programme was 
attended to from the Palace. In letter No. 48391191/14 dated 26th 
Vrischigom 1114, received from the Palace, 1 was directed to submit 
proposals for the various Military arrangements in connection with 
the functions in consultation with Lieut. Parameswaran Pillai. To 
enable me to draw up the proposals reference to the details of the 
Military arrangements made in connection with the Thirumadampu 
ceremonies o( 1062 and 1 102 was essential, but this information was 
not traceable from the records available in the Special Office. The 
Commandant, State Forces, was therefore addressed for favouring me 
with such details as may be gathered from his office records. On the 
basis of the particulars so kindly furnished by the Commandant on the 
analogy of the Military arrangements made lor the ‘Pallikettu ceremony 
of I i 09, I drew up the proposals nnd submitted the same to the 





Palace along with my letter No. 472, dated 6-6-1114. Annexure P 
is the detailed account of the military arrangements made in connection 
with the various functions and ceremonials for this ceremony. 

Sadirpura arrangements. As already stated, the Sadirpuras 
and the ceilings, etc., in the Nalukettu put up for the Pallikettu 
Ceremony were retained for this ceremony. These consisted of 3 big 
sheds similar to those put up for the Pallikettu of 1109 with the only 
exception that there was no revolving dome. The whole pandal was 
got thatched afresh in full and the paper garlands renewed wherever 
the originals had fainted. The pillars for the support of the revolving 
dome having obstructed to a degree the view ol the pandal and 
greatly limited the accommodation therein, its absence now went a 
great way to secure the best and the finest view of the pandal. The 
paper garlands and other decorations were of great improvements in 
many respects from the previous ceremonies. All the works in the 
Pandal were finished models of art and 1 beauty. The decorations were 
most exquisitely and tastefully made. 

To enable His Highness The Maha Raja and other members ol 
the Royal Family to witness the various entertainments got up at the 
pandal a balcony was provided all round the western half of the east 
to west section of the Sadirpura and the same was also tastefully 
furnished. The balcony at the western end had ti separate entrance 
and exit hidden from public view. 

The two thrones one made for the use of His Highness The 
Maha Raja and the other lor His Highness The Elaya Raja were 
finest 'specimens of extraordinary beauty and finish. 

False balconies had been provided in the other parts of the Sadir¬ 
pura to preserve symmetry. The workmanship and beauty of the 
pandal and its draperies around greatly struck His Highness The' 
Maha Raja of Bikaneer who visited the pandal days after the cer- 
monies were over and who emphatically declared the various works as 
those of monumental finish and greatly worthy of preservation. Whereas 
the weddings are done in the Nalukettu of the Koikkal (northern wing). 
Thirumadampu ceremonies are generally done only in the Karippu 
Koikkal building opposite to the Sundaravilasam Palace. This is a 
very old building with an antiquated Nalukettu and Kulappura. The 
whole building was repaired and renewed to the extent that was 
absolutely necessary and fitted up for the occasion. A big spacious 
pandal covering the full front space was put up matching up the Sadir- 
•pandals in the Thevarathu Koikkal. The ceilings, domes and draperies 
therein out-witted the workmanship in the main Sadirpandals exquisite 
as these were. In the inside o^ the Koikkal also, the open yard in 
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froht was also covered by a luxuriant pandal of the same pattern as the 
putside one with a specially made domed structure in the middle'where 
the actual ceremony is to take place. Only these were no! electrified 
for lighting purposes as there are no celebrations here at nights. All 
these pandals also were decorated with (lower garlands on all the dajts 
of the ceremony. 

All the Sadirpuras were profusely and in the most elegant manner 
lit up by electricity. Chandeliers, bracket lights and pendant lights 
arranged dexterously magnificently set off the exquisite effects of the 
decorations within the pandal. 

There were hung in the pandals large and thick garlands of Arali 
and Javanthi flowers besides the paper garlands. The rich trunk like 
Arali and Javanthi garlands were got removed and replaced every day 
during all the days of the ceremony. 

The floor of the pandal was covered with grass mats, and* 
carpets were also spread in suitable places. The carpets required 
were made available from the'Ananda Vilasom Palace; 

It was through the Officer in charge of the Public Gardens 
and Zoo, Trivandrum, that the foliage decorations were got done. 
All places at Thevarathukoikkal, and Karuppukoikkal which admitted of 
being decorated by pot plants, etc., were decorated tastefully. 

Government placed the Inspector General of Police in responsible 
charge of the pandal arrangements. A sufficient number of Inspectors 
and Constables were detailed for work in this connection and the 
District Superintendent of Police was directing and supervising these 
men. In spite of the fact that the influx of the people to see the pandal 
and other entertainments was very, very large compared to previous 
ceremonies, the fact that there was not a single untoward occurrence 
throughout testified to the excellent work of the Police Force in con¬ 
nection with the ceremony. 

To complement the work of the Police, the services of the Boy 
Scouts were also requisitioned during the 5 days of the Thirumadampu 
function in the pandal. There were 131 Scouts for duty in this behalf. 
They were, besides the leader, 20 ScouteTs, 100 Scouts and 10 
Rovers. ' The Scouts worked in 3 batches. For the morning sessions 
only a small batch was on duty, while for the afternoon and night 
sessions two batches consisting of about 70 members in each were on 
duty, with shifts here and there. The Scouts acting under the guidance 
of Mr. Srinivasan did very good work throughout without a hitch. 
Hindu Scouts were given meals from the Thevarathukoikkal Pakkom 
and non-Hindu Scouts had their meals fr/im the Hotel near-by; the 
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charges therefor being met from the Thirumadampu funds. The Scouts 
turned out excellent work throughout and as a recognition of this good 
work the Government was also pleased to sanction a special feast for 
them. Annexure Q is the note containing the details of the activities 
of the Scouts received from the Organising Commissioner. 

In connection with similar ceremonies in^ the past the opportunity 
afforded to the public to visit the pandal .during days of the ceremony 
was comparatively restricted. Now with -a view to remove such 
restrictions and with a view to give the general public all opportunities 
to visit the pandal and to enjoy the Nadaswaram cutcherries, they were 
allowed free access to the Sadir Pandal without restriction from morning 
to noon every day. 

Their Highnesses the Maha Raja of Bikaneer and Maharani of 
Bikaneer as also several other distinguished parsonages visited the 
pandal and highly appreciated its magnificence and artistic workmanship. 

• Those on duty at the Sadir Pandal were furnished with a plan for 
the seating arrangements in the pandal as also with a printed set of 
instructions for their guidance. These differed in many respects from 
the plan and the printed set of instructions issued in connection with 
the Pallikettu ceremony of 1109. An innovation of great sgnificanee 
which was made by Government this time was that the ladies were 
assigned the block in front of the stage in the plan. This was greatly 
appreciated and the arrangement worked well and was found very 
convenient. Annexure R is a copy of the printed plan. 

As a precautionary measure against fire either by accident . or 
incendiarism, the Sadirpuras and all other sheds put up in connection 
with the ceremony were wetted twice daily from the 9th to 20th 
Makarara 1114. 

Electric illuminations. There were electric illuminations of the 
streets on all the days of the ceremony as also on 2 days before and a 
. few days after the ceremony. It was the route of the marriage proces¬ 
sion which was illuminated during the Pallikettu ceremonies of 1109 
and 1114. This included the road lying outside from the Srikan- 
teswaram Fort Gale. For this ceremony the Padma Vilasom road 
from the Sundara Vilasom Palace to Pazhavangadi Fort Gate was 
illuminated instead of the road lying outside from the Srikanteswaram 
Fort Gate. The road outside the East Fort, South and West Street 
Roads, the front of the Palace and the two arches in the West Street 
were also illuminated as was done for the Pallikettu ceremonies of 11 09 
and 1114. The illuminations were kept up till a late hour in the night. 

• During the festivities die Fort area were a very enchanting appearance 
at night. 



Street decotationt. The principal streets in the Fort area were 
also gaily decorated with flags and festoons. The Panivagai Depart¬ 
ment was entrusted with this work. The decoration materials such as 
flags, poles, etc., made in connection with the visit of His Excellency 
the Grown Representative were lent by the P. W. D. to the Panivagai 
for the purpose. ' 

Installation of Loud speakers. To enable all the public without 
distinction of caste or creed to hear and enjoy the numerous musical 
concerts conducted in the Sadirpandal and also the Nadaswaram and 
other Cutcheiries therein two loud speakers were installed one at the 
new square inside the Srikanteswaram Port Gate and the other in the 
new Putharikantom Maidan instead of the one usually installed in the 
Thekketheruvu Maidan. This change was also very telling, and 
served a greater range of hearers. 

Pallibhajanam at Aitingal Preparatory to the Thirumadampu 
ceremony. His Highness The Elaya Raja has to do Pallibhajanam at tfee 
Thiruvarattukavu temple at Attingal, the capital of the ancient princi¬ 
pality of the Attingal Ranees before its merger in modern Travancore. 
This is a propitiatory worship by His Highness and is an item in the 
functions relating to the Thirumadampu ceremony. 

The Pallibhajanam was performed for 3 days on the 1st, 2nd and 
3rd Dhanu 1114. This is a propitiatory worship preliminary to the 
Thirumadampu ceremony. The expenditure for the supply of articles 
for amrithu of His Highness the Elaya Raja and for the feeding of the 
entourage while at Attingal was ordered to be attended to by the 
Special Officer. Every care was taken to see that the articles arranged 
and supplied in this connection were of the finest quality. Most of the 
articles required were transported to Attingal from Trivandrum on 
30-4-1114. The putting up of the necessary sheds and repairs called 
for to the Palace buildings at Attingal were attended to by the Pani¬ 
vagai Department. The Palace was duly furnished for the stay of the 
Royal party by the State Guests Department. 

At 7*10 A. \r. on 1-5-1114 His Highness the Elaya Raja arrived 
in Car at the Vadakke Nada of Sri Padmanabhaswami temple to offer 
Kanikka and.to worship the several deities at the Mathilakom before 
proceeding to Attingal. Palace Officers, Division Peishkar, Uisava- 
matom Kariakar, Municipal President, and the Special Officer were in 
attendance. The guard of honour similar to that in attendance at the 
time of Pallibhajanom for(a> 4eitl *")in Ill3made the usual salute on 
His Highness alighting from the car. The Mathilakom Nadaswarakars 
rendering music and the Hindu Officers present following, His High¬ 
ness the Elaya Raja entered the Mathilakom, through the Vadakke 
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Nada and after worship and Kanikka at Sri Padmanabhaswami Sanni- 
dhi and Sri Krishnaswami Sannidhi, His Highness came out of the 
temple at the Vadakke Nada entered the car and proceeded in pro¬ 
cession to the Vadakke Kottaram where too the guard of honour 
present made the usual salute. After Kanikka worship at the Thevara- 
pira at the Vadakke Kottaram, His Highness the Elaya Raja returned 
to Kowdiyar Palace at T 40 A. m. and immediately left for Attingal. 

His Highness arrived at the Palace at Attingal at 8'20 a. m. on 
1-5-1114. The guard of honour in attendance made the usual salute. 
The Division Peishkar, the Special Officer, the Assistant Sarvadhi- 
kariakar, and others were present. The Tahsildar and other local 
officers were also present. 

His Highness worshipped at , the Thiruvarattukavu temple and 
Palliyara during the 3 days of His Highness’s stay at Attingal. 
Kannikkas were offered at the time of worship both on the day of 
arrival and on the day of departure. 

His Highness returned "to . Kowdiyar Palace from Attingal at 
9’20 a. m. on 3-5-1114. 

Malhilakom Pallihhajanom. The next function preliminary to 
the Thirumadampu ceremony is the Pallibhajanom in the Mathilakom. 
This also forms an integral function connected with the Thirumadampu 
ceremony of His Highness the Elaya Raja. This Pallibhajanam was 
begun at the auspicious time (8’56—9'20 a. m.) on 22-5-1114 and 
was concluded on 27-5-1114. 

On all the 6 days from 22-5-1114 to 27-5-1114 His Highness 
the Elayl Raja arrived at the Vadakke Nada of Mathilakom at 8'30 
A. M. from Kowdiyar Palace. On the first and the last days of the 
Pallibhajanom His Highness besides worshipping at Mathilakom 
Vadakkedom Thekkedom and Thiruvanbadi, worshipped and offered 
Kanikkas to Sastha and Kshetrapalan in Mathilakom as also in the 
Thevarapura at Vadakke Kottaram. 

During all the days of the Pallibhajanom there were also vazhi- 
vadus to the deities at Mathilakom, Koovakkaramatom Bhagavathi, 
Srikanteswaram Mahadevar, and Vettakkorumakan. The .vazhivadus 
were conducted properly and were distributed as Brahmaswom. 

Vazhivadus for 12 days. The Mathilakom Pallibhajanom was 
over on the 27th Dhanu 1114 and the offering of vazhivadus and the 
performance of Namaskarams for 1 2 days in the Mathilakom and other 
temples also commenced. Particulars of the vazhivadus conducted as 
per orders received from the Palace are given below.

There was also a visesbal vazbivadu at the Mithilakom on 
10-6-1114, the muhoortham day. 

The necessary articles required for the due conduct of these vazhi- 
vadus were supplied from the Special office with meticulous care to the 
various institutions concerned. 


The conduct of vazhivadus in Mathilakom was supervised by the 
Mathilakom Kariakkar and in all the Sirkar temples by the Superin¬ 
tendent of Devaswoms, Valiachala Group. Myself assisted by the 
Kriya Officer supervised the conduct of vazhivadus in the temples belong¬ 
ing to the matoms going round the temples in the Town. These 
vazhivadus-were conducted satisfactorily and were daily distributed as 
Brahma sworn as per specific instructions contained in the orders 
received from the Palace. 

Naoagraha Santhi, Homam and Kalh.azhuhjchooltu. The next 
ceremony in connection with the Thirumadampu is the performance of 
Navagrahasanthi, Homam and Kalkazhukichoottu. This ceremony is 
to propitiate the planetary deities. This jjegan front 1-6-1114 and 
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Was continued for 9 days. As usual with Elaya Rajas, the ceremony 
was conducted at the Vadakke Kottaram. Vasudevaru Vasudevaru, 
Kakkattu Potti presided over this ceremony and conducted the Homam 
Every day after the Homam 9 Namboories were fed. The ceremony 
ca»e to a close on the 9th Makaram 1114, on which date there was 
also another ceremony known as Viseshal Grahasanthi. All the articles 
required for these ceremonies were supplied from the Special Office. 
The Kriya Officer supervised the ceremony and the feeding. 

Apamarjanam T hirumudikalasam. Side by side with the cere¬ 
mony of Nava grahasanthi, Homa, another ceremony known as Apa¬ 
marjanam Thirumudikalasam (laving with consecrated water) began 
from 3-6-1 114 and lasted for 6 days. This ceremony also came to a 
close on 8-6-1114. This is also a purificatory ceremony and it was 
conducted at Vadakke Kottaram and Kumaramangalathu Nambooripad 
officiated as priest. The priest went to the Vadakke Kottaram every 
d«y in the morning, performed the prescribed pooja to the golden pot 
filled with water prepared in the prescribed manner, consecrated 
the water and awaited His Highness’s arrival at the spot. As soon as 
His Highness arrived, the priest took his seat in front of His Highness 
and performed certain Nyasams and recited Vedic Texts, at the end of 
which he laved His Highness with the consecrated water from the 
golden pot and invoked the blessings of Heaven on His Highness. 
This over, His Highness returned to Kowdiyar Palace. As usual 24 
Namboories were also fed on the last date of the ceremony. 

During all the days of the ceremony, His Highness the Elaya 
Raja arrived at the Vadakke Kottaram at 8'15 a. m. for the function. 

Functions on the precious day of the Thlrumadampu ceremony. 
Now that the preliminary purificatory and propitiatory ceremonies are 
over, the next function is the worship by His Highness and offering 
Kanikkas in the important temples. His Highness the Elaya Raja 
proceeded to Vadakke Kottaram at about 7‘30 a. m. and after attending 
to a function in connection with the Viseshal Grahasanthi referred ' to 
above worshipped and offered Kanikka at the Thevarappura. Thence 
His Highness proceeded in ‘Pallimena to the Mathilakom with all 
paraphernalia and entering through Vadakke Nada worshipped Sri 
Padmanabhaswami and the various deities and offered Kanikkas. 
Leaving Mathilakom through the same Nada His Highness proceeded 
in Pallimena to Srikanteswaram temple through the road on the southern 
side of the Vadakke Kottaram, and worshipped in the Vettakkorumakan- 
coil enroute. After worship and offering of Kanikkas at Srikante¬ 
swaram, His Highness proceeded through Rama swam icoil Street, 
Vadakketheruvu, entered Thevarathukoikkal and through it proceeded to 
SusdarSvilasom Palace where HisHighness the. Maha Raja and other 
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Members of the Royal Family were to shift their residence today from 
Kowdiyar Palace for the days of the ceremony. The purpose of these 
visits to the important temples near about is to invoke divine blessings 
on His Highness. This was the first procession in connection, with 
the Thirumadampu ceremony. All the Hindu Officers of the State 
escorted the procession accompanied by the full Military regiment. 
Right through in all the places enroute the loyal subjects assembled in 
very large numbers to witness it. 

Punnyaham at Karuppu\oikkal. On the same day ;the 9th 
Makaram the necessary purificatory ceremonies were conducted by 
Kakkattu Potti between 10 and 10*30 A. m. in the Karuppukoikkal 
which as referred to above had been repaired and renovated for the 
purpose. 

Songs to Sarkara Bhagaoathy . Songs of prayers to Sarkara 
Bhagavathy were sung by Attingal Ponnara Panicker at Karuppukoik-, 
kal between I r. m. and 3 p. m. Sarkara is a sacred temple situated 
in the old principality of Attingal. 

WamtineerlioTu ceremony. The next function of the day was 
what is known as Mannuneerkoruka. This consists of bringing water in 
a silver pot from the tank attached to the Srikanteswaram temple to be 
sprinkled gently over the head of the person undergoing Thirumadampu 
(His Highness the Elaya Raja). At 4r. m. the officiating priest 
Kakkattu Potti dressed in a blue cloth with a velvet skull cap and 
bedecked with flower garland and the usual jewels supplied from the 
Chellamvagai proceeded from the Karippukoikkal through the corridor 
shed and went over to the main southern entrance of the Koikkal. A 
palanquin sent by the Palace Stables was kept ready in the pandal 
erected as a portico on the road, the bearers having been engaged by 
the Thirumadampu office through the Tahsildar of Trivandrum Taluk. 
A company of the State Forces, as also the Palace Officers, the Special 
Officer, the Division Peishkar, the Ashtamangalyam and Thalapoli sets, 
and Pipers were in attendance and the procession started westwards, 
then turned along the road in front of the Vettakkorumakan coil temple, 
then along the road eastwards leading to the north Fort Gate (the 
one near the Srikanteswaram temple) and proceeded to the west entrance 
of the Srikanteswaram temple. Here Kakkattu Potti alighted from the 
Palanquin and the procession moved inside the temple premises to the 
east entrance and Kakkattu Potti went to the tank-side with pot in 
hand. Ponnara Panicker sang a prayer song at the tank and when the 
same was over Kakkattu Potti filled the silver pot with water and a little 
earth from the tank. Carrying the silver pot which was decorated with 
silk cloth, flowers, etc., Kakkattu Potti returned in a clockwise direction 
to the western Nada and mounted the palanquin with the pot. The 
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procession then started, passed the above mentioned fort gate and turned 
eastwards proceeding along the Ramaswami coil street. It .then turned 
westwards along the Fort north street and reached the Portico shed at 
the south entrance of the Karuppukoikkal. Kakkattu Potti with the pot 
sighted from the palanquin and entered the Karuppukoikkal premises 
and walked through the corridor shed, carrying the pot in his hand. At 
the southern end of the corridor shed, he was -received with cr/V><fl.so by 
one of the Sammandhi Potties. When Kakkattu Potti neared the en¬ 
trance of the Karuppukoikkal building, the door was shut. Songs 
known as were sung from both sides of the door by the 

women who had to perform the hereditary duty and when the same was 
finished, the door was opened and Kakkattu Potti then entered the 
Koikkal, installed the pot inside the building. This closed the ceremony 
known as Mannuneerkoruka. 

Koltigfioshippu - This ceremony took place at the Thevarathukoik- 
4al. To enable the Yathrakali Namboorjes to be ready for the cere¬ 
mony, they were given early meals that day. At about 6 P, m. dressed 
themselves in the usual fashion and with swords and parissu in band and 
singing to the accompaniment of drums, they arrived at the Thevarathu- 
koikkal gate from the Valia Koikkal singing and beating drums as they 
went along. Here His Highness the Maha Raja received the Nam- 
boories with sword in hand in accordance with the time honoured cus¬ 
tom and led them to the western end of ; the corridor where the 
had been arranged for with 2 large brass lamps. With the usual 
accompaniments they went through the Kottighoshippu. The ceremony 
over. His Highness the Maha Raja retired to the Valiakoikkal. 

TMirumudi Pukachokcllu ceremony. The n ext and last function for 
the day was what was known as Thirumudi Pukachukettu at the Karup¬ 
pukoikkal. His Highness the Elaya Raja and Her Highness Karthika 
Thirunal, the First Princess proceeded on foot from Sundara Vilasom 
to Karuppukoikkal at 7 a. m. with music and other paraphernalia, inclu¬ 
ding the Palace Officers, Special Officer, Division Peishkar and the 
Municipal President in attendance. The necessary arrangements>had 
been made on the small thalam to the south of the Eastern flight of steps 
to the tank. Kakkattu Potti was present. A new cloth which had been 
fumigated with fragrant and perfumed fumes, was tied round the head of 
His Highness the Elaya Raja by the Kakkattu Potti. This over, under 
the instructions of the purohit, Kakkattu Potti, Her Highness the First 
Princess gently sprinkled over the head of His Highness the Elaya Raja 
the Mannuneer water which had been taken in 5 silver cups tom the 
silyer pot brought by Kakkattu Potti. This is calculated to serve as a 
purification for the body preparatory to the initiation into the sacred 
mantrom alt the. Upanayanan-> ; only a female member of the family other 
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than the mother can do the sprinkling. His Highness thereafter accom¬ 
panied by the First Princess retired to Sundaravilas. 

Muhurtham day 10-6-1114. The day dawned in all pomp and 
festivities. In the very early hours of the morning the whole of tlje 
State Forces and the Body Guard had marched from Pangode and lined 
on both sides of the roatkin front of the Karuppukoikkal. The Hindu 
Officers, the Palace Officers, the invited Guests, etc., had arrived early 
and assembled in the large decorated shed inside the Karuppukoikkal. 
All the Senior Tampurans of all the Royal Houses in Mavelikara, etc., 
as also the Thampuratties had already assembled and taken up the posi¬ 
tions allotted to them in the Karuppukoikkal main building. The 
Azhvancherri Thamprakkal and the Nambooripad had occupied already 
the seats allotted to them. The Manampoor Gramajans, the Ashta- 
mangalyam and Thalapoli women, the Panchavadyakars, and Pandi- 
vadyakars from Mathilakam as also Harikars, Pattakars, Velkars, Bana- 
kodikars, Valakasakars, the Udaval bearers, the Royal Palanquin bearers; 
the Palli kudakars. Maldars, Chobdars, etc., had taken up their respec¬ 
tive positions in front of the Sundara Vilasom Palace to accompany 
His Highness the Elaya Raja in procession to Karuppukoikkal. There 
had also assembled on either side of the Sundara Vilasam road the flag 
and nagara elephants as also Dunkha, Najankodi, etc., and a very large 
concourse of people had assembled in spite of the very early hours of the 
morning on all sides of the road to have a sight of His Highness 
moving in procession. 

' Precisely at 6. 30 a. m. His Highness the El ay a Raja accompanied 
by the usual music and paraphernalia proceeded on foot under a canopy 
held by Manamboor Gramajans for the principal cerembny, the 
Upanayanam. The usual military escort made their usual salute and 
moved on with His Highness. The Pipers as also Ashtamangalyam 
and Thalapoli women headed the procession. The annanmars of 
Padmanabhapuram with swords drawn, the Palace Officers, the Division 
Peishkar, the Special Officer and the Municipal President closely fol¬ 
lowed His Highness. At the portico of the Karuppukoikkal Her 
Highness was received with cr/io.&so by one of the Sammandhi Potties 
and His Highness entered Karuppukoikkal building acknowledging 
with characteristic Royal Dignity and kindness the obeisance of the 
officers who had all assembled in the large splendidly decorated frontage 
shed. The Dewan arrived at 7. 55 a. m. and was at the eastern side 
of the inside entrance of the building. A few minutes hence Her 
Highness Maharani Sethu Parvathi Baiand Her Highness Karthiga 
Thirunal, First Princess arrived. Their Highnesses the Maharani 
Sethu Lekshmi Baiand the 2nd and 3rd Princesses arrived a Kfctje later. 
Precisely at 8. 15 His Highness The Maha»Raja arrived.

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Thekke Nalukettu had been repaired and fitted up for the occasion. 
The tank had been drained and replenished. The whole building had 
been provided with cloth ceiling and in the open spdce in the middle, a 
grand pandal put up and tastefully decorated for the occasion. In the 
centre a Mantapom had been constructed where the actual initiation is 
to take place and consistently with the dignity of the purpose, this 
mantapom was on a par with the 2 throne mantapoms in the main Sadir- 
pura. 


Thekke Palliyara O had been furnished so as to serve as a retiring 
room for His Highness the Maha Raja- His Highnessthe Maha Raja 
occupied this room as and -when His Highness’s presence was not 
required at the rituals. Their Highnesses the Senior Maharani, the 
Maharani Sethu Parvathi Bai, and other members of the Royal Family 
were at the southern portion of the West Thalam D. The Azhancherri 
Thamprakkal occupied the southern end of the Thalam C. The 
Thampuratties occupied the northern and eastern portions of the courg 
yard K. K. The Dewan occupied the western side of the iTherana on 
the south of the court yard K. K., while the Sarvadhikariakar and 
the Special Officer occupied the eastern portion thereof. The Pancha- 
vadyakars from Mathilakom occupied the portion marked L. 

The Muhoortham being in the early hours of the morning every 
thing required for the rituals had been arranged overnight by the Kriya 
Officer. 

The first religious function of the day Was the Thirumudikalasam. 
Kakkattu Potti conducted the prescribed poojas to the Kalasam in the 
room Q and consecrated the water. The Thirumudikalasam laving of 
His Highness was done on the northern edge of the Thalam E. The 
danom muhurtham and Acharia Dakshina in connection therewith were 
then conducted. 

The next ritual was chowlam and the same was conducted at the 
Vadakke Palliyara F. Then His Highness went to the southern 
kulapura of the tank for bath to the accompaniment of pipe music and 
attended by ashtamangalyam and thalapoli. After bath His Highness 
returned to the Karuppukoikkal with die above paraphernalia and under 
a canopy of viravalipattu borne on sugarcanes. Then the danoms and 
other rituals incidental thereto took place there. These over, the sacred 
thread which His Highness was shortly to be invested with was given 
to Kakkattu Potti for consecration by the recitation of the Holy 
Mantras. These rites were over by 8. 30 a. m. and what was known 
as te,arj®ee:EcDo then took place. Occupying a seat at the 

south western side of the western Thalam D His Highness had 
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in company with His Highness's cousin sister. The cooking for this 
rnn< gm was done in room G by Vadakke JCottaram Akathe Pro- 
verthicars. After Kumarabhojanam the rolra9s''<rJ'o<8»i@"i<ni and 

«*oon«i ofliDfcmeasB were observed (only as ©Woocd* ). The offering 
of the danoms was then made by His Highness and the same took place 
in’Vadakke Palliyara F. There were 2 prayachitha danoms, at 200 
Fanams each. This amount was spent from the Thirumadampu funds. 
One of these danoms was to Kakkattu Potti himself and the other to 
the Palace Dikshitar. Of Kanika-danom at Fanams 500 each there 
were two danoms. The amount for this was spent from the Nithia- 
chilavu. His Highness gave one danom to Kakkattu Potti and the 
other to Dikshitar. Of ®cdo®^jsocd 0 there were 29, each danom 
being 45 Fanams. The amount required for 13 of these danopns was 
spent from the Special Office and the amount for the remaining 16 
danoms was incurred from the Nithiachilavu, List of the persons to 
whom these danoms were to he given had been received from the 
Sal ace previously.

These danoms over, His Highness proceeded to Kizhakke Thalam 
C and there having prostrated before the Azhancherri Thamprakkal made 
the usual Guru Dakshina. After being blessed (m&soli.uoeo) by tbe 
Azhancherri Thamprakkal, His Highness returned to Vadakke Palliyara F 
and gave the Guru Dakshinas due to Tharananalloor Namboori,Kakkattu 
Potti and others. The names of the persons to whom Guru Dakshinas 
were given as also the amount paid to each are detailed below.

It was 8. 43 a. m. when these rituals were over. His Highness 
now entered Kathir Mantapom A from its western side and stood 
facing east on the rice, gram and paddy which had been spread in a 
circle on the platform. At the auspicious time His Highness was in¬ 
vested with the sacred thread by Kakkattu Potti and the unique event 
was marked by the blessings of purohit Nambooris and others to the 
accompaniment of Panchavadyams, Pandivadyams, etc., and Kurava by 
women* The happy event was also proclaimed by the artillery, firing 
a Maha Raja’s salute of 21 guns and the Infantry, firing a feu-de-joie 
and giving a Maha Raja’s salute. 

His Highness after having been invested with the sacred thread 
returned to Vadakke Palliyara F. There Homam was performed and 
after conducting the rites, £ ■<§ ® o, tnBm 'Highness 
put on mekhala, krishnajanom, and assumed dennu, these 
being the outward symbol of a Brahmachari to which status His High¬ 
ness had attained now with his upanayanom. On finishing the Ido mam', 
Kakkattu Potti initiated His Highness into the Gayatri Mantfam. This 
over His Highness gave the ar&-*ioge,<HHism t 0 Kakkattu Potti. The 
amount of 336 Fanams required for this was met from the Thirumadampu 
funds. The receiving of Biksha or the giving of alms was the next item 
of the ceremony. His Highness the Maha Raja, Their Highnesses the 
Senior Maharani, Maharani Sethu Parvathi Bai and Karthiga Thirunal, 
First Princess were present in the Thalarn D. His Highness first paid 
his respects to His Highness the Maha Raja and was presented with a 
gold ring in a silver salver. A Brahmachari, i. e., one who has under-' 
gone upanayanam, is expected to live on aim; during his Bfahmacharia

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Asrama according to the custom in Hindu Society. His Highness then 
paid his respects to Her Highness the] Senior Mahsrani and solicited 
alms in the prescribed manner. Her Highness presented rice in a silver 
plate and presented also a gold ring. Likewise Their Highnesses the Maha 
Rapi Sethu Parvathi Bhai and Karthiga Thirunal, First Princess, made 
the presentations. All the 4 rings presented were specially made for 
the occasion from ihe Chellamvagai. Kakkattu Poiti had these rings as 
perquisites- Punyaham to the Niksha rice was then preformed by 
Kakkattu Potti and the incidental dakshina was also made. The several 
rites were thus concluded by 9-50 A. m. His Highness the Maha Raja 
left Karuppukoikkal at 9-45 a. m. The other members of the Royal 
Family also left soon after. Palace Sarvadhikariakar presented pansu- 
pari to the Dewan in the first instance and then to the other Officers 
present. His Highness the Elaya Raja returned to Sundara Vilas 
at 9-50 A. m. with the usual paraphernalia. The Dewan then left 
Karuppukoikkal. The other Officers also then dispersed. 

Sarvani and prathigrahams. In the afternoon Sarvani at Fanam I 
each for Paradesa Brahmins and Fanams 2 for Malayala Brahmins were 
distributed as usual. The amount required for this was spent from the 
Nithiachilavu. 

Chamadayiduka ceremony. At about 7 r. m. His Highness pro¬ 
ceeded from Sundara Vilas to Karuppukkoikal and performed the 
ceremony known as Chamadayiduka (samidadanam) and thereafter 
returned to Sudara Vilas. His Highness walked under a canopy of 
Veeravalipattu supported on four sugar canes and carried by the 
Sammandhi Potties of Chirayinkil. There was the usual military escort, 
ashtamanghlyam and Thalapoli sets - and pipe and other music. The 
Palace Officers, the Division Peishkar, the Special Officer and the 
Municipal President were in attendance. 

Saslrakali. This was conducted by the Pothuva and Pulikeezh 
Sangakars in the Nadapura corridor of the Thevarathukoikkal. To 
enable the Sastrakalikkars to get ready for the function they were given 
early meals at about 5-30 P. M. in the main Nalukettu of the Thevara 
thu-Koikkal. They then went to their temporary residence the Valia- 
koikkal. At about 8 i*. m. both the Sangakars dressed in the usual 
fashion, carrying swords and paruchas and singing songs to the accom¬ 
paniment of the drums arrived at Thevarathukoikkal in procession. His 
Highness the Maha Raja with drawn sword in hand received theSastra- 
kalikkars at the middle of the Nadapandal and conducted them to the 
. prt of the corridor where the necessary arrangements had been made 
for the Yatrakali. The Namboories then started the S&strakali. His 
Highness the Maha Raja ayd other members of the Royal Family 
witnessed the function for a wnile after which His Highness the Maha 
Raja presented cash and silk to the Sastrakalikars and returned to 
537 
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Sundara Vilas. Similar presentations (so-ioancy) of silk were also made 
by the other members of the Royal Family, Koil Thampurans, Thampies, 
Sthanees and Hindu levee Officers of the State. 

Second day. Chamathayiduka ceremony- At 7 a. m. early mor¬ 
ning His Highness proceeded to Karuppukoikkal" with the usual para¬ 
phernalia, pipe and other music and walking under' a canopy of veera- 
valipattu supported on-4 sugar canes and carried by the Sammandhi 
Potties. Palace Officers, Division Peishkar, Special Officer and the 
Municipal President were in attendance. By 7-30 a. m His Highness 
returned to Sundara Vilas after the chamathayiduka ceremony. 

Poornakumbhoms from Brahmins as also addresses from individuals 
and associations were received by His Highness at Sundara Vilas on 
His Highness’s return from Karuppukoikkal after ceremony. 

His Highness received the Poornakumbhom from the Sri Rama Varma 
Jubilee Brahmana Association at 8 a. M. At 8-15 a. m His Highness 
received the address from the Sri Chitra Library- Vaidya Sastranipuna 
Dr. L. A Ravi Varma, then submitted to His Highness his brochure 
on Upanayanom ceremony (boudhayanom rites). This over. His High¬ 
ness also received an address from Mr. Sambasiva Sastrigal, Retired 
Curator. 

Vachanamaskftram to Sastrakdikflrs. This ceremony took place 
at the Thevarathukoikkal Nalukettu. The place had been profusely 
decorated with flower garlands for the occasion. The was 

done at the southern thalam. There was a carpet spread at the eastern 
side of it for the Sastrakali Potties to sit. Carpets ha d also been spread 
at the western side of the Thalam, intended to be occupied by the 
members of the Royal Family. His Highness the Maha Raja after 
worship in the Mathilakom returned to Sundara Vilas and from there 
arrived at the southern Thalam of the Thevarathukoikkal nalukettu 
through the way inside. Other member’’ of the Royal Family were 
also present there at the time. His Highness the Maha Raja and other 
members of the Royal Family made <ajaWa!irrc 0 f the Sastrakali Nam- 
boories 3 times and performed Namaskarams. His Highness the Maha 
Raja then occupied a seat in front of the Namboories and gave them the 
usual Dakshina. Two cloth purses containing 700 Fanams 

each and’ another two purses containing 24 Fanams each had been 
placed before-hand near die The chiefs of the two sangoms 

of the Sastrakalikars came and sat before His Highness in a plank 
and each received from His Highness the two purses con¬ 
taining the 700 Fanams and 24 Fanams respectively. The Namboories 
then gave to His Highness the Maha Raja and other members 

of the Royal Family. This over, His Highness the Maha Raja returned 
to Sundara Vilas. 
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State Reception. There was no separate State Reception in pre¬ 
vious Thirumadampu ceremonies. It was in connection with the Palli- 
kettu ceremony of 1109 that for the first time the State Reception came 
to be conducted as a separate function. There was this function in 
connection with the Pallikettu ceremony of 1114 also. 

As in the last two Pallikettu ceremonies, the State Reception in 
connection with the present Thirumadampu ceremony was conducted on 
the evening of the second day of the ceremony. The Directress of the 
State Guests Department attended to the working out of the details for 
the function. 

The seating accommodation for the function was arranged by the 
Panivagai Department. The throne chairs and gilt chairs required 
were supplied by the Palace Maramat Superintendent from those availa¬ 
ble in the Durbar Hall, The ordinary chairs required were taken on 
loan from the Victoria Jubilee Town Hall. 

, The baskets for the fruits, etc , distributed to each of the Guests 
were arranged from the Special Office. The baskets with beautiful 
designs were specially got arranged through the Inspector of Police, 
Thuckala. 

Flowers, scents, perfumes and fruits, viz., oranges, mangoes and 
limes required for the function were also arranged from the Special 
Office and supplied. 

5 sandalwood and rose water sets for use at the Reception were 
supplied from the Palace Chellamvagai. 

The preparation of the list of invitees, as also the printing and issue 
of invitations, these were attended to by the Directress, State Guests 
Department. 

Invitations were issued in all to 262 persons. The list includes 
the Representatives of the Hindu, the Madras Mail and the A. P. 1., 
but they were not presented to His Highness the Maha Raja on the 
occasion.

4 Huzur Peons were also on duty at the pandal in scarlet uniforms. 

A Guard of Honour consisting of 1 Subadar, 2 Havildars, 1 
Naik, I L/Naick, 16 Sepoys, 2 Drummers and 2 lifers with the Maha 
Raja's colours (from the Palace Guard) was furnished at the Nadapura 
gate of the Thevarathukoikkal and they paid their usual compliments to 
His Highness the Maha Raja on arrival for and departure after 'She 
Reception. _ 

2. Indian Officers and 40 other ranks in review order (dis¬ 
mounted and without spurs) lined the procession from Nadapura gate to 
the Pandal Durbar Room. 

The State Forces Band also played at the Thevarathukoikkal stand 
from 4 1’. m. till the arrival of His Highness the Maha Raja and on 
arrival it played the usual compliments to synchronise with the exact 
time of presenting arms by the Guard of Honour. This was done on 
His Highness’s departure also. 

The Resident, Madras States, was informally present for the 
function. Alighting at the Sankuchakrathu gate on the Beach road, toe 
Resident received by the Special Officer entered Thevarathukoikkal. and 
through the back private entrance got into the balcony and seated, there 
witnessed the whole function. The Thirumadampu Special Officer 
received the Resident at the Sankuchakrathu gate and followed the 
Guest to the Balcony. 

By 4 P. M. all the invited Guests save the Dewan and the Koil 
Thampurans arrived at the Pandal through the road entrance and were 
received by the Directress of the State Guests Department. At 4-5 the 
Dewan, at 4-10 M. R. Ry. Kerala Varraa Koil Thampuran, Avl., at 
4-15 Captain Goda Varma Raja and at 4-20 the Valiakoil Thampuran 
arrived at the Nadapura entrance and were received by the- Sarvadhi- 
kariakar. At 4-25 p. m. His Highness the Maha Raja arrived at the- 
Nadapura entrance and was received by the Dewan and the Command¬ 
ant. At the sound of the bugles all the Guests stood up. A procession 
was then, formed, led by four of the Aids-de-camp. Following the 
As-D-C. came His Highness the Maha Raja and behind two and 
two in order, the Dewan aod the Commandant ; the Sarvadhikariakar 
and the Private Secretary, and two As-D-C. His Highness the ■ Maha 
Raja took up his stand in front of the Thronet: The Dewan stepped 
forward and offered the felicitations of the assembled Guests after which 
the Guests passed in order of precedence before tHis Highness, each 
Officer and his wife being introduced by an A. D. C. His Highness 
the Maha Raja then took up his seat, whereupon the Guests also sat. 
There was then a short programme of music, and vocal performance by 
the famous Chemmangudi Srinivasa Iyer, Violin performance by 
Venkilaramier and Mridangom performance by Palghat Mani. The 
music over, the Sarvadhikariakar, assisted by -the ushers presented 
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sandal paste, rose water and pansupari to the Dewan and Guests. His 
Highness the Maha Raja then left with the same paraphernalia as on 
arrival. The Koil Thampurans and the Dewan also left in the same 
way soon after. The Reception over, fruits, mangoes, oranges and 
lemons were distributed to the Guests in the small beautiful baskets 
specially made for the purpose. 

The function went off splendidly and the entire ceremonials were 
gone through with clock-like precision. The Sadir pandal presented the 
gayest appearance during the whole function. 

Again from 7 r. m. to 7-30 p. m. this day His Highness the Elaya 
Raja with the usual paraphernalia and walking under a canopy of veera- 
vali pattu and with Palace Officers, Division Peishkar, Special Officer 
and Municipal President in attendance proceeded to Karuppukoikkal 
and returned to Sundara Vilas after Chamathayiduka ceremony. 

■ Third day. Excepting the morning and evening rites (cruileoaoomo 
or icqj’5 * ceremony) there were no other special religious rites on 
this day. His Highness the Elaya Raja at 7‘0’ Clock both morning 
and evening proceeded to Karuppukoikkal and returned to Sundara 
Vilas after the ceremony. There was the usual paraphernalia, as also 
the attendance of the Officers required on the occasions. 

Fourth day. As usual His Highness proceeded at 7 A. m. to 
Karuppukoikkal and thereafter attending to the Chamathayiduka cere¬ 
mony, performed that religious rite which is known as 
This is a rite at the conclusion of the Upanayanom and preliminary to 
thd S amavarthanom ceremony. The esm^ajOH^iePoK ; was conducted 
in the temporary enclosure at T. (vide ske'ch above) in the open space 
between the eastern Compound wall and the corridor shed, south of 
the southern kulappura. In the enclosure T a plasu plant with its stem 
about 10 inches in girth had been planted the previous day. Vachoru- 
kku for the rite had been done in the very early hours of the morning 
and Kakkattu Potti and Kriya Officer supervised the arrangements in 
this behalf. After the ceremony His Highness proceeded 

with Kakkattu Potti to the enclosure T. Here His Highness took the 
seat in a a-iga'fya'® facing east. Kakkattu Potti then performed 
Homam, bali and His Highness having made the 

indidental danoms and dakshinas went round (did pradakshinam) to the 
plasu plant, divested himself of the dandu paruvattom and mekkala, 
placed the dandu at the foot of the plasu plant and paruvattom and 
mekhala at the branch of the plant. His Highness having put on fresh 
clothes gave the jusesqa «nsm. This concluded the Upanayanam 
1 ceremony proper. Then His Highness dressed in fresh clothes return 
ed-to Sundara Vilas. ’ 
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Samaoarthanam day. The next and the concluding ceremony is 
the Samavarthanam which toge.her with the Thirumadampu purappadu 
is an important one. This ceremony is intended to mark the conclusion 
of the Brahmachariasramom (Brahmacharihood) and the austere living 
connected with it in the Gurukula. It is only after this ceremony that, 
the Brahmachari becomes eligible to eater on the Grahasthasrama or 
the house-holder’s duties''and is permitted to use such things as per¬ 
fumes, rioes, umbrellas, beds, ornaments and pansupari. The most 
important function of the day was the grand procession known as 
Thirumadan iu purappadu after the nuao umaa>o ceremony. The 
Thirumadampu purappadu, i. e., the procession in connection with the 
entrance into the Palace, represents the return home of the Brahmachari 
on the conclusion of the Gurukulavasa. The festivity of the day began 
earlier than the muhurtham day. The auspicious time fixed for the 
ceremony in consultation with the Palace Dikshitar was the 14th 
Makaram 1114, between 6-25—7-10 A. M. By 5-15 A. M. all the 
Hindu Officers began to as„emble at Karuppukoikkal Palace and took - 
their stand in the corridor pandal. All the Mootha Thampurans of the 
various Kottarams who are close kinsmen of the Royal Family belong¬ 
ing to the Mavelikara, Ennakad, Poonjar etc.. Palaces assembled in the 
pandal inside the Koikkal as on the Thirumadampu day early enough. 
Palace Officers, Division Peishkar, Special Officer and Municipal 
President assembled earlier in front of the Sundra Vilasom Palace. The- 
pipers, ashtamangalyam and thalapoli sets, Manampoor Gramajans, and 
Annanmars, Kuruppanmars, etc., lined by this time on both sides of the 
road in front of the Sundara Vilasom Palace. The full military of the 
State excepting only the British Officers, the body-guard and the State 
elephants duly caparisoned were in their respective positions by 6 a. m. 
All the members of the Royal Family have to be present for the” cere¬ 
monials of the day at the Karuppukoikkal.. Separate escorts were pro¬ 
vided both for escorting His Highness the Maha Raja and all the other 
members of the Royal Family to Karuppukoikkal and back. The 
escort to His Highness the Maha Raja to Karuppukoikkal and back 
consisted of 1 Subedar, 1 Jemadar. 2 Havildars, 1 Naick, 21 Sepoys, 

2 Drummers and 2 Fifers in Review Order with the Maha Raja’s colours 
from the 2nd Infantry. The escort to the other members of the Royal 
Family consisted of 1 Jemadar, 1 Havildar, 1 Naick, 15 Sepoys, 

1 Drummer and 1 Fifer in Review Order. All the other troops were 
drawn up in single file on both sides of the road leading from the 
Karuppukoikkal and the Senior Officer present commanded the whole 
parade. The Dewan arrived at Karuppukoikkal at 6-15 a. m, and 
was at the western side of the pial just at the entrance (inside) to the 
building. Her Highness the Senior Maharani, Her Highness die 
Maharani Sethu Parvathi Bai, Their Highnesses the Princess and the 
Koil Thampurans arriyed between 6-15 A. m. and 6-20 a. m, and 



Were in the Thalam D. His Highness the Maha Raja arrived punctu¬ 
ally at 6-20 a. m. Acknowledging with loving kindness the obeisance 
of each of the Officers who had assembled in the corridor shed. His 
Highness entered the Karuppukoikkal building and retired to theroom C, 
which had been specially furnished fpr the purpose before hand. 

• His Highness the Elaya Raja having proceeded with the usual 
paraphernalia to Karuppukoikkal at 5-30 'A. \i. performed the usual 
Samidadanom ceremony at the outset. Prayaschitham, Nandeemukhom, 
and Punniaham rites were then conducted by Kakkattu Potti in the 
Kizhakke thalam followed by certain Homams which were performed in 
the Vadakke Palliara. His Highness then gave the incidental danoms. 
The amount required for the same had been entrusted to Kakkattu 
Potti by the Kriya Officer over night. Two danoms at 500 Fanams 
each known as Kanyaka-danom (*tD.&aa3cno) were next given by His 
Highness. The amount required for this was met from the Nithia- 
chilavu fund. The danoms were given, one to Vaikom Narayanan 
J-'otti and the other to Narayana Avadhanikal of Haripad. There was 
one danom at Fanams 153 known as Alankara Go-danom. This amount 
was also spent from the Nithiachilavu fund and the danom was 
given to one Vankitasubramonia Jafavallaper. There were also 5 
scooigayeoaDo and 4 ojVsooduos* sccors^eorno at Fanams 45 for each danom.

To serve as a covering for this bed a 
cloth.of fine texture was supplied from the Special Office. His Highness 
formally sat on the bed. The bed and the pillows after use were the 
perquisites of Kakkattu Potti and as such were taken by him. The 
• covering being the‘perquisite of the servant women was taken by them. 
After Pallimethamel Sayanom His Highness went through chowlam 
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as before on the pia! and after bath. His Highness put on fresh 
clothes (scvsom and g™»*!W) and put on the ornaments specially made 
for the occasion, viz., -dj-cTnlnt!dNstru).u-. and J-Jis 

Highness also used Asnbaa*', jujqs, rose water, and 

scented sandal paste added in the' musk, saffron, -coosroo^ico, 
and other properties. His Highness having put on the ornaments, etc., 
also put on shoes and held the umbrella and walked a few steps north¬ 
ward. A mirror to serve as a looking glass was also supplied. 
and £oi»An« were supplied from the Nithiachilavu. The after 

use was taken by ; and the aorosW by Kakkattu Potti, 

as their perquisites. The ornaments such as vn-iatSaml, 
eCTwuo anc J ajii iraisml we re made from the Cheliamvagai and supplied. 
These were also after use taken as his perqusites by Kakkattu Potti. 

Rose water, sandal paste and the articles included therein as also 
the looking glass were supplied direct from the Special" Office. Shoes 
were specially made from the Cheliamvagai. The umbrella was got 
specially made by the Panivagai and supplied from the Special Office. 
The looking glass, the shoes, as also the umbrella after use were also the 
perquisites of Kakkattu Potti after use. 

His Highness then seated himself in the r^ggljyai* made the 
.aJsffiijeiMKW; to Kakkattu Potti. The homam was also concluded there¬ 
with. The -aJsroiss^MB'W. 0 f | 5 Fanams was met from the Special Office. 

Thereafter His Highness went through Thirumudikalasam as on 
former days. Pooja was done to the kalasam at the north end of the 
Thalam Q by Kakkattu Potti. The Thirumudikalasam laving of His 
Highness was done on the northern edge of the Thalam E. The golden 
pot for this was produced from Mathilakom and taken back after its use 
was over, muffiransoo-o-risio from the Cheliamvagai and *©®aj-.efW from 
the Ulsavamatom were taken delivery of by the 
and produced for the ceremony. 

As the pooja io die golden pot was in progress, Kakkattu Potti 
conducted the pooja to the Udaval, churikole, kadathalu and paricha in 
the Thalam (C in the sketch). The Udaval was produced from the 
Cheliamvagai. The two churikoles were brought by the Attingal 
Asaris. Kadathala and parichu were also got arranged specially for 
the occasion from the Cheliamvagai and produced for the ceremony. 

Thirumudikalasam laving being over, His Highness put on fresh 
clothes, proceeded to western Thalam (D in the sketch). Here His 
Highness the Maha Raja and other members of the Royal Family were 
present. His Highness the EJaya Raja prostrated first before His 
Highness the Mala Raja by offering as mrasl oo a green cloth ( cr? W» !

His Highness the Maha Raja presented a gold ring... Green 
clothes were similarly offered as “'“'ao to Their Highnesses Senior 
Maharani, Maharani Sethu Parvathi Bai and Karthiga Thirunal, Firs 
Princess. Their Highnesses also presented rings. 
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The 4 clothes we re specially arranged and 

supplied from the Special Office. The gold ring His Highness the 
Maha Raja presented was specially made from the Chellamvagai for the 
purpose and supplied. 

After offering of'the clothes t^s <m>s'lca« to Their Highnesses, the 
function known as saoioOfflo sio-salloj by Koi] Thampurans, Thampurans, 
etc., took place. 

In the order of their ranks Valiakoil Thampuran, Kochukoil Tham¬

For every ring presented by the Koil Thampurans, 2 Fanams were 
given to Kakkattu Potti as per usage. The Ihuppatties 
presented to Koil Thampurans, Thampurans, etc., were arranged for 
and supplied from the Special Office. Special care was taken to see 
that the clothes supplied in this respect were of very superior quality. 

After Mothiram Polivu and presentation of clothes, His Highness 
the Elaya Raja proceeded to Thalam (B in the sketch) and seated there 
in the Pallipalaka, gave dakshinas and gurudakshinas to Kuruppanmars,

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After the Dakshina payment as detailed above His Highness 
formally received Choorikole, Kadathala, Paricha and Udaval, 
Mathiode Kurup gave the cl.urikole and Kamukara Kurup Kadathala 
and Paricha. His Highness the Maba Raja at this stage proceeded to 
Kizhakke Thalarn (B in the sketch) took the Udaval to which pooja 
had been already performed by Kakkattu Potti and gave it to Hl» 
Highness the Ellaya Raja. 

The Thirumadampu purappadu or the starting of the grand pro¬ 
cession representing the return home of His Highness after the Guru- 
kulavaia, was the next ceremony. His Highness the Elaya Rajs with 
sword in hand and wi:h the paricha, etc., carried by an attendant started 
in procession and walking under the canopy of Veer aval ipattu from the 
Koikkal along the corridor shed and reached the main southern entrance 
accompanied by sakala vadyam (m** 1 ). Here in the portico shed 

Palliyan'hilavu was kept ready for His Highness to proceed in proces¬ 
sion and His Highness took his seat in the Palliyanthilavu. The full 
State Mili ary Forces had lined both sides ot the road from early 
morning. The sowars from the Body-Guard and the Infantry with 
band and colours headed the procession.' The order of the procession 
was as follows : —

As His Highness entered Palliyanthilavu and took his seat the 
State Forces made a Maha Raja’s salute. The procession which was 
more than 3 furlongs in length then sjowly moved forward with all the 
important pipers ot the State in attendance. There was also the 
celebrated Sangeetha Vidwan Rajaratnam Pillai of Thiruvaduthurai who 
produced the most melodious music. 

All the Hindu Officers of the State headed by the Dewan escorted 
the procession accompanied by the ashtamangalyam women and thalapoli 
girls. Embroidered silk umbrellas were held over the Palliyanthilavu. 
An unprecedented crowd of loyal and devoted subjects had lined up 
the full route to gladden themselves by getting a glimpse of their beloved 
Elaya Raja in his new garb wearing the sacred thread. 

This grand procession starting from the Karuppukoikkal went east¬ 
ward up to the junction of the roads near the Vadakke Kottaram, then 
skirted to the south along the public road to the east of the Sri Padom 
^Palace turned eastward and proceeded past the Ulsavaniatom along the 
roads on the north and east banks of the Padmatheertham and then 
turned westward in front of the Sri Padmanabhaswarni pagoda, and 
proceeded up to the Homapura-nada of the Valia Kottaram. Here 
His Highness the Elaya Raja dismounted from the Palliyanthilavu, and 
sWord in hand entered the Homaputa, worshipped the deities there and 
offered Kanikkas. The amount required for this was met from the 
Nirhiachilavu funds. His Highness then went inside the Palace and 
performed Namaskarams to His Highness the Maha Raja. Returning 
through the same Homapura-nada, His Highness again entered the 
Palliyanthilavu and proceeded in procession. Both while getting into 
the Palace and coming out, the State Forces paid the usual Maharaja’s 
salutes.. The procession then passed through the Rathapura road, South 
Street and West Street and reached Sundara Vilasonr Palace. Here 
the procession halted and His Highness the Elaya Raja dismounted from 
the Palliyanthilavu and entered Sundara Vilasom Palace. The Stat* 
Forces paid a Maharaja's salute as His Highness dismounted. 

This procession was an extraordinarily unique one. The morning 
time lent a charm and beauty of is own. The presence of the ful 
military during the procession was an extraordinary event of no small 
significance. Wherever one went one could see only the beaming eyes 
of the people, high and low, highly elated at this successful close of His 
Highness’s Thirumadampu ceremony. 

His Highness the Maha Raja of Bikaneer and party witnessed this 
grard procession from the balcony of the Krishna Vilasom Palace. 

The usual presentations of clothes to the Koil Thaffipurans, Tham- 
purans, Sambandhi Pottimars and others were made by His Highness 
the Maha Raja between 1 2 noon and 2-30 r. m. in Sundara Vilasom 
Palace, 
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His Highness the Maha Raja visited the Azhancherri Thamprak- 
kal at the latter's residence in Mithranandapuram a f 3-30 i>. m. Having 
made the usual presentation of purse and Thuppatties, His Highness 
prostrated before the Azhanoherri Thamprakkal and took leave of him 
and returned. 

At 7 P. m. His Hghness the Elaya Raja after performing the usual 
ablutions, had a look at'the Moon and Stars and this brought to a con¬ 
clusion the various rites in connection with the Thirumadampu cere- 

Padiyettam Ceremony. 

The central feature of the ceremony consisted in His Highness the 
Elaya Raja mounting the Sreemukha Mantapatn (Othakkal Mantapam) 
in front of the Sanctum Sanctorum of Sree Padmanabhaswami Temple. 
Only after a Prince undergoes the Upanayanam, does he become 
qualified to mount this Mantapam by himself. Before Upanayanam he 
can do so only along with an elder member of the Royal Family. « 

The auspicious day fixed for this important ceremony was the 
20th Makaram 1 i 14/2-2-1939 and the time fixed was about 1 0 a. m. 
that day. 

Owing to the lateness of the hour and the probable heat, all the 
streets through which the procession was to pass, were specially com¬ 
manded to be profusely watered to enable the people who escort the pro¬ 
cession to walk unaffected by the heated sandy floor ; and this was done 
to the great relief of the processionists. Arrangements were also specially 
made to provide them with Bonchi and Butter milk for drink in three 
places along the route of the procession to relieve the heat and thirst of 
the hour. These measures were greatly appreciated by the numerous 
men who accompanied the procession. " 

His Highness the Elaya Raja arrived at the Vadakke fvottaram in 
time and worshipped at the Thevarapura inside. Long before the 
appointed hour, the full Military Regiment, excepting the European 
clement had arranged themselves in front of the Vadakke Kottaram, and 
all the Hindu Officers, headed by the Dewan had gathered inside the 
Kottaram. His Highness got into the special Palliyanthilavu and the 
procession started to the Sree Padmanabhaswami Temple through the 
road in front of the Sree Padom Palace. At the northern 
entrance of the temple, His Highness got down from the Palliyanthilavu 
and walked through the entrance to the northern Sreebeli Mantapam 
and thence to the inside through the inner northern entrance. All the 
Officers were present in (he Sreebeli Mantapam. In proceeding to the 
Sanctum Sanctorum of the Temple, His Highness mounted the big 
Mintapam in the outer enclosure known as Abhisravana Mantapam; 
walked through it to the door on the western wall of the Mafcapam and 
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through i : entered the inner enclosure. Then His Highness mounted the 
Oil aka 1 Mantapam through the southern flight of steps on the east side of ■ 
the Mantapam and worshipped 1 ree Padmanabhaswami offering K-anikkas 
and received the sacred Prasadam. Then His Highness worshipped the 
other Deities in the inner and outer enclosures of the Pagoda offering 
kanikkas. His Highness thence returned through the eastern entfance 
to "the Dwaja Sthambhom and thence proceeded along the Sreebeli 
Mantapam in a clock-wise direction worshipping Sasha and arrived 
at the western main Gopuram of the Mathilakam where the Military 
gave the Royal Salute. His Highness mounted in the Palliyanthilavu 
and accompanied by the Military and Officers and all paraphernalia 
marched in procession along the granite walk to the Kanchipuram 
Kondan Thirumatom which is situated on the southern row of buildings 
within a short distance from the west Gopuram. From the dcor way 
of this Matom to the temple inside was provided a walk about 30 feet 
in length over the whole of which was spread a new .white cloth for 
His Highness to walk on. His Highness walked over this cloth, 
entered the in front of the temple and worshipped the 

, Deities within offering kanikkas and received holy Prasadoms. There¬ 
after His Highness seated himself in the Kanakku" Mantapom and put 
on the otlJiosn®-- handed by « ootu'o^ibo -- :«o' <t,'Wz ; ci t smn«i(j,eio 
ectrorf. This donned. His Highness got into the Palliyanthilavu again 
and returned in procession to the west main Gopuram of the Sree 
Padmanabhaswami Temple and walked a Ion the Sreebfli Mantapam in 
Pradakshinam to the Thiruvambadi Sri Krishnasvvami Temple where 
His Highness worshipped, offered kanikkas and received Prasadoms. 
From there His Highness proceeded along the Sreebeli Mantapam to 
the northern main entrance where the Palliyanthilavu and the Military had 
returned. His Highness mounted the Palliyanthilavu again and marched 
in procession with all the original paraphernalia through the Ulsavom 
Matom buildings and thence eastward along the northern and eastern’ 
banks of the Padmatheeriham as far as the Homapura Nada of the Valia 
Kottaram. His Highness dismounted and got into the Valia Kottaram 
through this Nada and offered Namaskarams to His Highness the Maha 
Raja. This over, His Highness walked to the Homapura Nada 
and got into the Palliyanthilavu again. The procession then started 
along the Valia Kottaram front, slowly moved along the Kiogj.idns and 
the Fort’s South Street to the Sreevaraham Temple. His Highness 
• worshipped on the way at the Sivancoil situated at the junction of the 
Thamman Street and the Sreevaraham Temple. The procession then 
returned to the Fort's South Street and moved along the Fort’s West 
, Street to the Vettaikkorumakan Temple,’ His Highness worshipping at 
, the Koopakkara Matom Bhaghavathi Temple and the Thevarathukoikkal. 
^jKanikk^s were offered in all the temples visited. The procession 
^jf4»d«lat Sundara Vilas Palace where His Highness dismounted from 
il:. tb?PalliyanthvlavQ and entered into the Sundara Vilas Pafcce. TjVith 
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this the Padiyeifam ceremony came to a close. This was a very grand 
procession attended by all the High Officers of the State and the lull 
Military Regiment excepting of course the European element. 

It was even grander than the > procession of the 

14th Makaram preceding. Loyal subjects of His Highness the Maha 
Raja had congregated^ in very large numbers throughout the entire 
route of the procession to have a glimpse of His Highness after his 
Upanayanam ceremony was over ; not even the tremendous heat of the ‘ 
hour of the day stood in the way of these people assembling in such 
large numbers. There was a Sadya on a small scale in the Padma- 
nabhaswami Temple, a part of which was met from the Thirumadampu 
Fund. 

Stale Banquet. The State Banquet in honour of the Thiru- 
madampu of His Highness the Elaya Raja was given by His Highness 
the Maha Raja at the Kanakakunnu Palace. The Directress of the 
State Guests Department was in responsible charge of the whole arrange¬ 
ments in the matter. His Highness the Maha Raja of Bikaneer was 
also one of the distinguished guests of the evening. The Banquet took 
place at 8-30 F. m. 

The Kanakakunnu Palace and premises as well as the road leading 
thereto were decorated and illuminated with coloured electric lights. 
The Dining Hall was arranged with pot plant, foliage, flower pots etc. 

A party of 24 Sowars from His Highness the Maharaja’s body 
guard under a Jemadar lined the corridor of the Palace and the State 
Forces Band played at the Kanakakunnu Band Stand till the Banquet 
was over. Covers were laid for 52 guests. Annexure R 1 is the list 
of the guests. The catering was done by Messrs. Framjee and Co., 
Simla, who had been specially got down for the purpose. 

Two A. D. C.’s received the Guests on arrival. All the guests 
assembled and were in their places round the Reception Room before 
8. f. m. The Dewan arrived at 8-5 r. m. Captain Goda Varma 
Raja at 8-1 5, the Bikaneer staff and guests at 8-10, Their Highnesses 
the Maharaja, Maharani and the Elaya Raja and the Princess at 8-20, 
the Resident and Mrs. MuTphey at 8-27 and His Highness the Maha- 
Raja of Bikaneer at 8-30. The Dewan received Their Highnesses 
the Maharaja. Maharani and the Elaya Raja, the Resident and 
Mrs. Murphey and His Highness the Maharaja of Bikaneer and the 
A. D C. announced His Highness the Maharaja of Travancore and 
His Highness the Maha Raja of Bikaneer. The Dewan presented the 
assembled guests to Their Highnesses the Maharajas of Travancore 
and Bikaneer, and Col. Watkis to Her Highness the Vaharani Sethu 
Parvathi Bai. On the Band Striking up “The Roast Beef of Old 
England” His Highness the Maha Raja of Bikaneer led the procetf 
sion into the Dining Room with Her Highness Maharani Sethu 
Parvathi Bai and His Highness the Maha Raja of Travancore.with 
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Mrs. Murphey. and the Resident with the Princess and all the others 
in due order. The first toast was the ‘ King Emperor ” proposed 
by His Highness the Maha Raja of Travancore and the Band played 
the first 6 bars of “ God Save the King ”. Coffee, cigars and 
cigarettes were then handed round. His Highness the Maharaja of 
Travancore proposed the toast of His Highness the Maharaja of 
Bikaneer. The Band played the Genera! Salute. His Highness the 
Maharaja’suitably replied. Her Highness the Maharani Sethu Paivathi 
Bai then left the table with Mrs. Murphey, all the other ladies follow¬ 
ing them out of the Dining Room. The gentlemen joined them and a 
short interval was spent in conversation alter which there was a Dance 
Performance by the Palace Dancer Gopinath and his troupe. Annexure 
S is the printed programme of the dance performance. The dance 
over. Their Highnesses took leave of His Highness the Maharaja of 
Bikaneer, the Resident and Mrs. Murphey. 

I have treated thus in detail abut the religious rites and feasts on 
all the 5 days of the ceremony. 1 now proceed to detail in the barest 
outline the arrangements made in respect of the entertainments and the 
conduct thereof. All the eminent musicians in British India and 
Travancore proficient in the art in all its aspects had been got down, 
and they exhibited their arts in the Sadirpandal at Thevarathukoikkal. 
Physical feats and the local talents of the indegenou: arts etc., were 
displayed in the Padmavilasom Square and in the square in front of the 
Melkanganom Nelpura. The kathakali performance cn the night of the 
3rd day was conducted at the Natakasala Mukappu of Sri Padmanabha- 
swami temple. The arrangement of the programme of music was in¬ 
deed a difficult matter. Almost all outside and local celebrities had 
been got down and as all of them had to be fixed up in the programme 
and givan chances for their performances and that within the 
period of 5 days as against 7 days for the Palhke'tu ceremony, a 
rather crowded programme had necessarily to be set up. The respite 
was only an hour every day and that at noon from 11 a. m. to 12 noon. 
Morning hours were taken up by Band and Nadaswaram Cutcher- 
ries and from so early an hour at 1 2 noon one or the other musical con¬ 
certs were fixed and conducted. 

Another important and difficult matter was the finding of ac¬ 
commodation for as many persons as the pandal would possibly hold to 
hear and enjoy the music With a view to afford the maximum con¬ 
venience, the platform for the musical performance was put up in the 
middle of the pandal and the performances were conducted by the 
musicians facing the north. The western balcony in the Sadir Pandal 
was reserved for His Highness the Maha Raja and other members of 
the Royal Family, the northern one for the Tharopuratties and the 
* southerq balcony for the European visitors. The space on the western 
side of the platform was reserved for the Thampurans while the space 
on the northern and eastern sides were reserved for the general public 
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and officers. The ladies were accommodated on the northern side 
exclusively and the gentlemen on the eastern side 

To render the music audibly and distinctly heard by one and all 
in the Sadir Pandal, wherever they be whether near or at a distance 
from the musicians the installation of microphone and amplifiers was 
provided for in the pandal. It has already been detailed how with* a 
view to enable the general public to hear the music outside.the Sadir 
pandal two installations were povided, one at Putharikandom Maidan 
and the other at ihe square ms.de the Srikanteswaram Port Gate In 
the pandal [our indoor type loud speakers were fixed. Of these one 
was provided in the northern Sadirpura which was then rendered as 
popular and useful as the other speakers in the pandal unlike the previous 
occasions. In fact the older and lesser bodied people availed them* 
selves of the facilities herein afforded to hear the music etc. The equip¬ 
ment was fully used not only lor vocal music but also for drama and dance 
performances The loud speakers worked very well and were the 
means of distributing the tones enabling all to hear and enjoy the same. 

Financial. 


The subjoined statement compares the actual net expenditure in¬ 
curred by me under each head with the allotments sanctioned there¬ 
for by Government and ihe final figures for Thirumadampu of 1 102. 
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It will be seen from the above statement that excluding the special 
expenditure referred to in the last line substantial savings have been 
effected under all the heads except nagaswaram, music etc., and the 
total expenditure incurred is much less than the sanctioned allotment and 
is only about three-fourths of the expenditure incurred for the Thiru- 
madampu of 1102.

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Establishment. 

The expenditure under establishment is Rs. (2281-10-1). This 
amount covers the expenditure on account of the pay of the office as 
well as the executive staff as also a sum of Rs.' 222-22-6 given as 
bonus to the staff. Greater number among the executive staff was 
entertained for a period of one month while those in charge of the 
Thevarathukoikkal supervision and few other items were entertained 
only for fifteen days. Out of the office staff of 6 clerks, two clerks 
were relieved by the end of Kumbhom, two by Meenom and the Head 
Clerk and the Accountant by the end of Medom whereas for the Thiru¬ 
madampu of 1102 all the staff were retained till the end of Medom, 
the Head Accountant and the two peons retained thereafter tillDhanu 
of the succeeding year. It will thus be seen that the expenditure 
under establishment has been kept at the barest minimum. Though a 
large volume of work had to be done after the Special Office staff was 
disbanded, it was attended to without extra cost to Government. A 
statement showing the expenditure incurred under establishment is here¬ 
with attached.

Cost of Rice, Provisions, Sic- 

The expenditure under this head is only Rs. 15211-18-7, vide 
annexure II, against the budget allotment of Rs. 23000. The actual, 
expenditure during the Thirumadampu of 1102 under the item was 
Rs. 31584. A number of extra items over those of the Thirumadampu 
of 1102 were arranged for during the ceremony as follows :— 
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1. Sadya for officials. 

2. Ordinary meals to the invited Thampurans and Thampurattieg 
/or two days before and two days after the Thirumadampu. 

3. Morning coffee and evening tiffin with palaharams to the invited 
guests. 

4. Meals to the Scouts who were on duty as ushers from the 
Pakkom sadya on all the days of the ceremony. 

In spite of these additional items, it has been possible to keep 
down the expenditure at the present low figure by strict economy 
in all directions and absolute prevention of waste. All the Store 
Officers and those in charge of the conduct of the several sadyas and 
tiffin arrangements worked whole-heartedly to secure this satisfactory 
result. 

The Arikoppu sanctioned by the Palace to the Thampurans and 
other guests was paid in the shape of their equivalent value in money as 

per G. O. R. O C. No. 374|39/Genl., dated I 5-1-1939. The total 
dtnount disbursed on this account is Rs. 493-12-4. This expenditure 
has also been debited to the item “cost of rice, provisions, etc". A 
list of Arikoppus sanctioned and paid is appended ( vide annexure B 1). 

Cooking and serving charges.. 

The expenditure under this head is Rs. 2500-27-7 against the 
budget allotment of Rs. 4000. A statement showing the expenditure 
under the head is appended (vide annexure Ill.t’ 

Purchase and repair of vessels. 

For the sadyas at Thevarathukoikkal and for the tiffin arrange¬ 
ments at Vadakke Kottaram a large number of tumblers and Pokames 
were found necessary and as there was not sufficient number of the 
same in tlfe Ulsavamatom Store, 144 tumblers, 75 brass Pokames and 
12 wooden pestles were purchased. The tumblers purchased were got 
electro-plated and some of the vessels in the Ulsavamatom calloyed. 
The artic es purchased were transferred to the Ulsavamatom Store 
soon after the ceremony was over, the expenditure being fully debited 
to the Ulsavamatom budget as per G. O. R. Dis. No. 1245|39/Genl. 
dated 9-6-1939.

Sanitary arrangements. 

The net expenditure is Rs. 413-14-2 against the budget allotment 
of Rs. 450. The sanitary arrangements were for a period of ] 5 days 
and were controlled by the Municipal Council, Trivandrum. 

Office expenses. 

The net expenditure is Rs. 143-5-8 against the budget provision 
of Rs. 200 and transport of furniture, carriage of stationery. Postage 
and Telegraph, office lighting and the purchase of sundries are the 
main items of expenditure. The furniture required for the Special 
Office and the executive staff were obtained from P. W, D. Division 
Office and the Pallikettu Special Office and returned to the P. W. 
Division Office after use, 25 per cent of the cost of the articles 
being charged to Thirumadampu ‘funds as per G. O., R. Dis. 
No. 2013139/Genl., dated 23-9-1939. The expenditure shown above 
is the amount of net expenditure after these adjustments (vide annexure 

VI). 

Danam, dakshina, vazhivadus , etc. 

The expenditure undo-this head is Rs. 1393-25-11 against that 
of Rs. 3263 in connection with Thirumadampu of 1102. A list 
furnishing details for this amount is appended (vide annexure tVlf). 
This includes the danoms and dakshinas made by His Highness the 
Elaya Raja in connection with the various religious ceremonies and 
the Padiyettom ceremony that followed it: A tusker elephant at a cost 
of Rs. 2265, in all, was dedicated to Sri Padmanabhaswami on the 
Padiyettom day of the Thirumadampu of 11 02, but no elephant was 
dedicated this time as it is not usual to dedicate elephant for the cere¬ 
monies of Elaya Rajas. This accounts for the large savings under this 
head. 

Presents in cash , cloths, etc. 

The expenditure under this head is Rs. 876-6-2 against the 
allotment of Rs. 1000. This comprises the price of cloths supplied 
to His Highness the Elaya Raja and of those presented by His High¬ 
ness the Maharaja to Koil Thampurans, Thampurans etc., who took 
part in "a (Ring presentation on the Samavarthanam day 

and Sthanakars and others who were got down for the conduct of dif¬ 
ferent functions in connection with the ceremony. The expenditure 
also includes the bonus given to the staff of the Ulsavamatom and 
Agrasala and also the overtime allowance given to the Government 
Press employees. The remuneration of a sum of Rs. (30) given to 
the Nandavanom watchers attached to the Melkanganom is also included 
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in the above expenditure. A detailed statement of the expenditure 
incurred undei the head is appended. ( Vide annexure VIII). 

Nagasioaram, Music and Nautch . 

The expenditure'under this head is Rs. 10546-0-8 against the 
allotment of Rs. 6000. This is made up of the remuneration given to 
the musicians, nagaswarakafs and nautch parties as well as to the 
various items of Arangus such as Patakom, Otam thullal, etc. A 
complete list of the payments made is attached - oide annexure IK). It 
will be found that the remuneration paid in each case is very reason¬ 
able considering the proficiency of the several Artists and the success of 
their performances. 

Pokk u varathuk.ars. 

The expenditure of Rs. (7754-23-3) under this head was incurred 
partly by the Special Officer and partly by the Revenue Department. 
The amount expended by the Revenue Department is Rs. (5930-11-10) 
as per -list attached (vide annexure X) The expenditure incurred 
by the Thirumadampu Special Officer as per list herein enclosed con¬ 
sisted of the hire charges for the cars and buses engaged for the trips 
of the invited guests to Thevarathukoikkai and other places in Trivan¬ 
drum, the T. A. given to the Sastrakalikkars and the invited guests. Out 
of a sum of Rs. 4X3-6 sanctioned towards the travelling expenses 
of Ennasserri Potti and others of Pothuva Sanghom, only Rs. (24-15-11) 
wcs disbursed, the balance amount sent to the Kunnathur Tahsildar to- 
wadrs the return journey of the above Sanghom was returned undisbursed 
as the parties did not produce a joint receipt for the amount. This amount 
has been transfer-credited on 17-10-114. The travelling expenses for 
the Sanghom has not also been disbursed as the Tharana- 

nalloor I^ambooripad raised objections to the payment. The matter has 
been referred to the Palace and is pending final orders.

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Activities of other Departments- 

1. Panivagai Department. 

The Panivagai Department had put up the Sadir Pandal in con- 
nectkin with the Pallikettu in Chingom of Her Highness the Karthika 
Thirunal. This pandal had been kept in tact for the purposes of the 
Sadirpandal for the Thirumadampu ceremony as also the works in the 
Nadapanda! and Nalukettu of the Thevarathukoikkal. The whole 
pandal was thatched afresh and the deviations were renewed. The 
construction and deviation of the corridor pandal in the Karippukoikkal, 
the improvements and special repairs to the various palaces and appur¬ 
tenances were the main items attended to by the Maramath Department. 
Sheds in plenty had to be put up on receipt of requisitions from me as 
the necessity for each became apparent and they were all completed 
with the greatest promptitude. The Panivagai Engineer always posted 
him|elf at the entrance of the Thevarathukoikkal to attend to fill the 
requirements. 

2. Electrical Department . 

1. The Electrical Department attended s to the Electric arrange¬ 
ments in the Sadir Pandal. 

2. The lighting of the 'Palaces and buildings occupied by ftho 
guests. 

3- The illumination of the roads in and outside the Fort. 

4. The Telephone service ; and 

5. The Loud Speaking arrangements. 

The arrangements in this behalf in the Sadirpandal were perfect. 
So also the road illumination which attracted large crowds of people 
to witness the beautiful sight. 

The Loud Speakers worked very well and were greatly appre¬ 
ciated by the general public. A detailed account of the activities of 
the Department is appended herewith. (Annexure T) 

3. Water Works Department. 

The Thevarathukoikkal and all the Palaces have already been 
fitted up with water taps from the street main. No new fittings were 
therefore called for on the present occasion. The Karippukoikkal was 
not provided with such taps as the building is very rarely used except 
on Thirumadampu occasions. To safe-guard the Sadirpura, its roof 
was daily wetted with water from the fire-hydrants on either side from 
which a large quantity of water was also available at high pressure. 
So also all the thatched sheds in the Thevarathukoikkal. This wetting 
was continued till the »beds were dismantled, 
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4. Land Revenue Department. 

The main item of work allotted to the Land Revenue Department 
was to make arrangements for the journey of the invited guests to Tri¬ 
vandrum and back. The Tahsildar, Trivandrum, was also made 
responsible for the proper conduct of the Sadyas for the officers in "the 
Division Cutcherry. A large number of Proverthicars and Account- , 
ants of the Trivandrum Taluk was kindly made available to look after 
the convenience and comfortable stay of the guests etc. The work of 
collecting Viruthi Nayars and keep them ready for the various services 
generally expected of them was also attended to by the Proverthicars. 
All these items of work underfeken by them were attended to satis¬ 
factorily. 

5. M ilitary. 

The Military Department had arduous work to do throughout. 
Among the special military arrangements in connection with the Thiru- 
madampu ceremony may be cited the following :— *■ 

1. Posting of additional guards at Thevarathukoikkal and other 
Palaces. 

2. Increasing the guard at Sundara Vila3 Palace in connection 
with the stay of the members of the Royal Family. 

3. Furnishing the guard of honour at the time of the Reception 
Durbar, the Banquet etc. 

4. Furnishing guards for escorting the several processions in 
connection with the ceremony. 

5. For other duties such as the guarding of silver and gold 
ornaments and money brought from Nithiachilavu etc. 

6. Military Band. 

1st to 5th morning at the Sadirpandal. 

Processions on the 9th Makaram, 14th Makaram and 20th 
Makaram. 

In fact the military had a continuously heavy programme through¬ 
out and detailed instructions were issued by Government on my appli¬ 
cation in regard to the main items. 

6. Police Department. 

Equally taxing and responsible was the work of the Police Depart¬ 
ment throughout the Thirumadampu season. A picked extra force had 
to be gathered at the Capital by drafting men from other parts of the 
State. At my request a detailed memorandum of the various arrange¬ 
ments to be made in connection with the several functions of the cere¬ 
mony was drawn up by the District Superintendent of Police and this' 
was discussed with the Police Commissioner and the Chief Secretary 
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to Government and passed with small modifications (Annexure U). 
The Police Commissioner kindly undertook all the responsibility for the 
Sadir Pandal arrangements and their co-operation was complete. The 
Police men on duty at the pandal were for convenience sake fed at the 
Pgkkom and this went a great way to secure the best Police help. 

Among the most important of the items attended to by the Police 
are ;— 

1. Guard duty at Sundara Vilas. 

2. Duty at Thevaralhukoikkal. Sadirpura, the various kitchen 
and other sheds in the Thoppu and inside the Thevarathukoikkal. 

3. Duty at all the Palaces and buildings where guests were 
accommodated. 

4. Duty at Agrasala. 

5. Duty at the Reception Durbar, Banquet at Kanakakunnu, 
feedings at Kandapallimalika, Division Cutcherry, etc. 

• 6. Duty for the several processions in connection with the 

ceremony, 

7. Duty where Arangus were going on. 

8. Duty near Fort Hospital for motor cars. 

9 Guarding the fuel shed. 

10. Playing the Police Band at the Division Cutcherry at the 
time of the Dinner for the officers on the 11 th and 12th Makaram. 
Mere than all these, they had their own ordinary duties of maintaining 
order and peace in the Town which was specially overcongested a’t the 
time of the ceremony. The heavy traffic arrangements on account of 
the tremendous concourse of people that flocked to the Town were in 
their sole control and it is remarkable that not a whispering complaint 
was heard nor any accident at all happened. They were all courtesy 
in the Pandal and no discordant note was heard anywhere. In fact all 
their arrangements were so perfectly planned and executed. 

7. Trivandrum Municipality and Health Department. 

The- town and specially the Fort area were very heavily congested 
during the Thirumadampu week. The Majority of the invited guests 
were housed inside the Fort and all the feastings were also done inside 
the Fort which took place for full 9 days. The need for special sani¬ 
tary arrangements in such circumstances was great and imperative. 
Government were therefore requested to issue the necessary instructions 
to the President, Municipal Council and die Director of Public Health 
in consultation with me. We met and had a conference in my office 
and a scheme which had been kindly drawn up by the Municipal 
’President and the Director of Public Health was discussed and passed. 
The President held up an estimate for Rs. 414 to meet the cost of the 



sanitary arrangements which was sanctioned by Government. The 
Municipal Health staff vied with one another and sanitation was 
remarkable to a decree. Luckily there was not any case of illness in 
any of the g jests’ quarters, not even a case of indigestion despite all 
the continuous and heavy feastings from morning to night. • 

8. Government Press. 

The vo lu'e of printing work to be executed by the Government 
Press is large and the difficulty is that they could get only very short 
notice. The programme of the religious functions the programme of 
various entertainments -all both in English and Malayalam—these had 
to be prir ed at a short tat ice. So also the instructions for the guidance 
of the officers in rc p ;ct of the various functions, the printing of the 
different Hnds of passes, pandal entry cards, letters of invitation for the 
different functions. These are some of the items which had to be 
printed. The work was executed expeditiously and with care. The 
staff in the Press had perforce to work overtime. Special allowances* 
for this purpose to the value of Rs. 1 56-11-0 were kindly sanctioned by 
Government and the amount was drawn by me and sent to the Super¬ 
intendent for disbursement. 

10. Scouts. 

As in the case of the Pallikettu, the services of the Scouts were 
requisitioned for duty, in the Sadir Pandal and they gladly placed their 
services at my disposal. A detailed scheme was formulated by 
Mr. R1 Srinivasan, the Scout Commissioner for Head Quarters, at a 
conference with the Chief Secretary to Government and the local 
D. S. P. The individual functions to be allotted to the Scouts and the 
Police were then allocated with clear terms at the above conference 
and the scheme was acted up to in its entirety. There was not a hitch 
caused throughout the 5 days on which they were on duty. There 
were in all 24 Scouts and 7 Masters working. Mr. Srinivasan super- , 
vised their work throughout. The Scouts were fed at the Pakkom 
along with the Police. T his was highly appreciated. Mr. Srinivasan 
addressed me in a note appreciating this kind act of feeding them 
so kindly sanctioned by Government. In token of appreciation of the 
work of the Scouts throughout the function, Government sanctioned a 
feast being given them under the supervision of the Commissioner. 

.Their work was thorough and the Scouts were all embodiments of 
courtesy. This fact was the factor that contributed to the splendid 
and orderly seating arrangements which were rendered possible dur¬ 
ing the crowded entertainments on all the days of the ceremony. 
The general public also greatly appreciated the work of the Scouts and 
this act of selflessness and devotion on the part of the Scouts will 
always stand to their credit in the annals of Travancore. 
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Entertainments. 

There was a great variety of entertainments arranged for follow¬ 
ing the precedent of the Princess’s wedding in 1109. A programme 
had been drawn up of all these and published early enough in the 
Government Gazette. The best vocal and instrumental music, Hari- 
kathakalakshepams, and Nadaswaram Cutcherries had been arranged feT 
and the best talents in South India had been pressed into service. 
There was also a dance performance by Menaka and party, which at¬ 
tracted enormous crowds. Indigenous arts like Kathakali, Patakom, 
Ottam Thullal, Rope-dance, etc., also found recognition. Besides these 
there were Dramas staged by the'S. M. R. V. Association and the 
Sri Chithra Library Union. 

The question of the enlistment of the services of the famous musi¬ 
cians of South India was taken up very early and they were approached 
on Palace approval and secured on easy terms. The result was that 
Trivandrum witnessed a wonderful galaxy of musical stars assembled 
together duri ng the Thirumadampu week. Messrs. Ariakudi Ramanuja 
Iyengar, Musri Subramonia Iyer, Master singers of the day gave of their 
best during the first and 2nd days of the ceremony ably accompanied 
by Messrs. Rajamanickom Pillai and Tanjore Vaidyanatha Iyer whose 
performances on the violin stand yet unsurpassed. Papa Venkitaramier 
and Palghat Mani easily the ablest drummers of the day played and 
played on their instruments and these combinations, very rare as they 
were, received tremendous applauses throughout. The opinion went 
forth from persons whose words are entitled to special respect that the 
combinations were unique in the history of Southern Indian entertainments. 
Master musicians can be secured but the permutations of combinations go 
a very great way towards the demonstration of the successes of their arts. 
They played in perfect unison with one another and the audiences 
extending over 2000 at a time were thrilled beyond measure by the 
resultant tones. Mastery in the art, is unquestioned in all these pro¬ 
fessors. Willingness to play, an ever eager audience keeping tense pin 
drop silence, scientific facilities for the propagation of the music to the 
remotest corners of the pandal and the healthy spirit of emulation among 
the musicians—all contributed to the remarkable success of these perfor¬ 
mances, Nor is it a negligible factor—the consciousness of the pre-- 
sence of musicians of a very high order in the assembly who are able to 
appreciate the entertainments and assess them at their proper value. 
Above all, the presence in the gallery of the Royal parties who greeted 
the performances often with their mark of appreciation and who are 
musicians of high order themselves should have given the artists an in¬ 
centive and encouragement the like of which is not given to them any- 
. where. Indeed there was a special concert inside the Palace by Messrs. 
Musri Subramonia Iyer, Tanjore Vaidyanatha Iyer and Mani who ■ 
were all suitably rewarded by Their Royal Highnesses. 
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The Kathakalakshepam of Muthiah Bhagavathar on the first day 
and Saraswathi Bai on the 5th day were all wonderful successes. The 
great ease and the master hand were in evidence throughout in the two 
Kalakshepams, 

The Mullamooitu Bhagavathars also had their performances- on 
each of die days led by Krishna Bhagavathar, Kalyanakrishna Bhaga¬ 
vathar the Veena Player and the other Kalyanakrishna Bhagavathar 
the Vocalist. The services of Messrs. Rajamanickom Pillai and 
Palakattu Mani were availed of as accompaniments to the two Kalyana¬ 
krishna Bhagavathars. 

The dance performance in the Sadir pandal by Miss Leila Sokhey 
of Bombay and her troupe attracted the whole town and suburbs, with 
the resuit the whole of the Thevarathukoikkal was packed to the fullest 
extent—even the Nadapandal and open spaces. Still perfect silence 
and order prevailed throughout. The performance was a rare exhibi¬ 
tion of her art and was an unique one. • 

Nagaswaram Rajaratnam Pillai and party exhibited his wonderful 
talents every day in the morning on the 2nd, 3rd and 4th days. All 
people irrespective of rank were admitted to the pandal these hours. 
The Ambalapuzha Brothers, Sheitallai Kutta Panicker, Ramiah Kambar 
of Nagercoil, Madhava Panicker of Srikanteswaram were all present 
for the various processions in connection with the ceremony. It will 
thus be seen that all the brill iant exponents of music and the allied art 
in South India were made to contribute of their best during the Thiru- 
madampu week and hour after hour, day in and day out, found one of 
these stars giving a regular feast to the expectant audience who had 
gathered in thousands to witness and enjoy their hearts content. 

Some regulation was necessary to avoid over-crowding in the 
Sadir Pandal as otherwise there was every danger of the function being 
manned by a possible settling in of confusion, and panic on account of 
the crowd. To leave the admission uncontrolled is to frustrate the 
aims of the invitation as over-crowding will render the music and other 
. parties impossible. Some restrictions are therefore generally called 
for. With this end in view, a series of passes were introduced to 
admit of due control over the crowd. The passes issued were of three 
kinds. 

1. Pandal entry cards (vide appendix) 

2. Daily passes do. 

3. Duty passes do. 

Distribution of these passes was on a liberal scale and the Work' 
• was taken up in the Secretariat itself. 
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The pandal entrance cards are meant to be Family Passes. They 
enable the parties to come and attend with members of their family and 
friends. They confer entry on 3 members at a time. An innovation 
from these cards of 'the Pallikettus of I Iu9 and 1114 was made this 
tirae to secure a better regulation of crowd for each function as has 
been already adverted to, the pandal was free to all people till noon. 
There was a star or asterisk marked in the card to represent each func¬ 
tion in the day and night. Three Cutcherries in the day be denoted 
by three stars consecutively. The functions for each day were so 
arranged that the entertainments will begin and end at almost the same 
hours each day or night. Thus it was rendered possible to make the 
use of the card for each function only once by a set of three persons 
in all. The asterisk will be punched directly the party enter the 
pandal for a function. This innovation from the previous practices 
served very well in attaining the object aimed at. Duty passes were 
issued to all the peons who had to go to Thevarathukoikkal and 
Karippukoikkal on duty bound. The holders of duty passes were not 
admitted to the Sadirpuras. Thus also over-crowding by duty pass 
holders at the Sadirpuras was prevented. 

Daily passes were issued to people as one and were valid for a 
day. The admission of the guests—Thampurans and Thampuratties-— 
could not obviously be regulated by a system of passes. The admis¬ 
sion was done as was done in the last Pallikettu by the opening in the 
wall on the northern side of the Guard Room between the Anakoltil 
and the Sundara Vilasom Palace gate and Pattakars attached to the 
Palace were posted for duty there to admit the guests. As has been 
adverted to already, the Inspector-General of Police was placed in res¬ 
ponsible charge of the entire arrangements in the Pandal including the 
conduct of the various entertainments. The members of the Police De¬ 
partment had been duly furnished with a printed set of instructions for 
their guidance as also a plan of the seating arrangements (appendix R). 
They were assisted by the Scouts and Scout Masters who specially 
attended to the seating of the guests in their allotted places. The 
Police Inspectors on duty at the entrance checked the passes and 
punched them off. The work of these officers and staff as also of the 
Scouts and Scout Masters was thorough and splendid. The Inspector- 
General, the District Superintendents of Police and Assistant Super¬ 
intendents of Police were all in evidence in the pandal. 

The Police were also responsible for the regulation of traffic, 
For one thing the traffic during the week, especially in motor cars was 
tremendous. The traffic inside the whole Fort had to be grappled 
•with. The one way traffic plan was therefore desired and adopted— 
aide appendix U. Arrangements ^had also to be specially made for 

537 
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the arrival to and departure of cars from the Anakottil and their 
proper parking. These arrangements were all based on those of the 
recent Pallikettus. The cars were all parked in the Maidan in 
front of the Fort High School- Agreeably to the practice of 1109, 
there were set up telephone communications between the Anakottil 
and the parking ground. The Police men were posted at the two 
points and the departing guests were to give their register number 
which will be communicated to the parking ground by phone These 
arrangements served to place the cars at the disposal of the guests at 
die shortest notice and worked very well. The cars came in the 
order called and waiting was obviated. The Police and Scouts rendered 
good help in this connection.

SADYAS IN THE AGRASALA- 

In addition to my own duties I was also placed in charge of 
a rrangement in connection with the Fadyas at the Agrasala as per 
Palace Order No- 5464/191)114 dated the 2nd Makaram 114- As 
.on similar occasions in the jast, sadyas Were conducted both in Ihe 
morning and evening for the first four days of the ceremony and 
in the morning alone on the 5th.day i- e-, tbeSamavarthanam day- 
The vibhavoms were more or less those fixed for Badradeeptm 
sadyas- On the morning of the first day alone there were two 
• kinds of ie=>“>®ai and »<b<e®ro<uje§i e*^®"' and two items of pickles 
These were previously apj roved by the Palace and a detailed list 
is appended- 

2- On the whole 1200 paras of rice were consumed, of 
Which 725 paras were used up for the morning sadyas and 475 for 
the evening sadyas- The average consumption per time for the 
morning sadyas works out to 145 paras and 119 paras for the 
evening sadyas- As could he seen from' the figures, the crowd in 
the mornings was larger than in the evenings- The crowd Was 
largest on the first day, the quantity of rice consumed being 300 
paras- A consolidated statement showing the total quantity of rice 
and others for the sadyas is appended- 

3- The quantity of rice consumed would have been larger 
if the pakarchas according to the list for the Anchadiyanthrams Were 
issued- But the list was considerably reduced for the Thirumadam- 
pu as Was done for the recent Pallikettu- A list of persons to 
Whom pakarchas Were issued is also appended. 

4- Unlike on the occasion of the Anchadiyanthrams the 
persons fed, both men and women, included those in decent position. 
It is the practice to feed women in a separate block in the Sri- 
belipura on ordinary days and as far as possible during the Ancbadi- 
yanthrams- In order to afford the maximum convenience to 
Women, they Were fed separately in the RaHiana Matom Malika- 
Separate servers had been engaged for the purpose previously- 
This afforded much convenience to the Women folk and also 
reduced the congestion in the Sribelipura. This arrangement also 
enabled me to conduct the feeding in both the places simul¬ 
taneously. 

Sadyas for ojficialt and non offici&U in connection 
with the Thirumadampu ceremony. 

In addition to my Work in the Agrasala I Was also directed to 
be in responsible charge of the sadyas for 'officials and non-officials 
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as per Palace Order No- 5051/191/114, dated the 21st Dhanoo 114- 
The sadyas were conducted on two days as follows:— 

11th Makaram For Brahmins. 

Ambalavasis. 

Nayars and 
Vellalas. 

12th Makaram For Hindus other than Brahmins, 
Ambalavasis, Nayars and vellalas, 
and for non-Hindus- 

The sadya for Brahmins and Ambalavasis was conducted in 
. the Kandapalli Medai while that for Nayars was held in the Division 
Cotcherry buildings. The invitations were issued by the Govern¬ 
ment and the lists of invitees were forwarded to me previously- 
The cooking was done in the Kandapalli Medai and the menu was • 
the same for both the sets of guests- The feast was conducted in 
both the places simultaneously and during the feast the Police Ban d 
was in attendance- They were stationed in the maidan in front of 
the Fort Palace- On the 2nd day the Hindus other than to whom 
sadya was conducted on the first day were accommodated in the 
Kandapalli Medai and non-Hindus in the Division Cutcherry 
buildings- The menu was the same as on the first day and the 
cooking was done in the Kandapalli Medai- The serving was done 
simultaneously in both the places and the Police Band played as on 
the first day- The guests assembled by 7 p- M-, punctually and 
the sadyas were overby 8 r- M-when they departed- A list 
, of vibhavoms for the sadyas as approved by the Palace is 
appended- 

2- Special care was taken to see that there was no delay in 
serving and a large number of servers were appointed for the purpose. 
Most of the guests responded to the invitation and the whole func¬ 
tion went off well¬ 
s' In the conduct of these sadyas I had the hearty co-ope¬ 
ration of my staff as also the staff of the Special Office and the 
unstinted support of the Special Officer- These contributed to a large 
measure to the succesB of the functions-

Notes on the feasts at Thevarathukoikkal and the religious 
ceremonies conducted there as also oil feasts at Padmavilasom 
Palace. 

J. The feasts at Thevarathukoikkal consisted of 2 distinct 
sets:— 

(1) Cochumadapally Sadya meant for Thampurans and 
Thampuratties* 

(2) Pakkom Sadya for the invited Namboories, Sambandies 
Thevari Potties, Yathrakali Potties, Palace servants, etc. 

The detailed programme regarding the menu for these two sets 
was drawn up early after verifying the records of the last Thiru- 
madampu of 1102 m. e. and of the Pallikettu of H09 m. e. Palace 
sanction was also obtained for the menu (vide Palace order No- 
4211/191/14 detailed in statements No I- ) 

II. Accommodation. 

(a) Sadyas for Thampurans and Thampuratties. 

The major portions of the Thevarathukoikkal main buildings 
including the Nalukettu, southern Edakettu, northern Edakettu 
north of Homappura, Kannadi Thalam and Edakkettus, north 
south and east of the Thalam were made available for spreading 
leaves for Sadyas- The main Nalukettu was first used both in ibe 
morning and evening for the Sadya of Sammandhi Potties. Those 
who were late for the first Bhandi were given meals in the 
Thekke Thalam so that Nalukettu may be cleaned for spreading 
leaves for the Sadya of Thampurans and Thampuratties- On the 
10th Makarami. e, on the Muboortham day. Kannadi Thalam 
and the Nedupapura north of it were not available for that Sadya 
as the places were reserved for the Koodiamrithu fixed that day 
which was done simultaneously with the feasting of Thampurans 
and Thampuratties- The other space available had therefore to be 
used once again after cleaning for the feasting of the Thampurans 
and Thampuratties who were not able to sit in the first batch. To 
secure further facility for space, the children and KochuiThampu- 
rans and Thampuratties and those who were unable to go to The¬ 
varathukoikkal either on account of monthly course or sickness 
were fed in tfte Padmavilasom Palace after transhipping a Pakarcha 
by State service bus left at the disposal of the Officer in charge of 
the guests. This arrangement- made it possible to conduct the 
Sadya for all Thampurans and Thampuratties at one and the same 
time. By this division of numbers, the necessity for spreading 
leaves in the Nedumpura west of Kannadi Thalam Was avoided 
in spite of the greater number of invited 'guests, who nearly 
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numbered (401) four hundred and one. It may be frankly conceded 
that, were it not for this convenient division, want of accommoda¬ 
tion complained of on previous occasions and the succession of 
Sadya for Thampurans and after that for Thampuratties could- not 
have been remedied. As soon as the sadya , for Thampurans and 
Thampuratties was over, leaves were spread in the Nalukettu, for 
Tbavanakars after the space was cleaned. 

III. The temporary shed put up north of Kochumadapalli 
was used for frying a-iig^sAo 

IV As transhipment of samans every time from the sub-store 
to the Kochumadapalli Was difficult as will be evidenced infra 
(vide Paragraph XX), the rooms just north of the mukappu and 
south of the Kochumadapalli were used as temporary store for the 
collection of samans necessary for the Kochumadapalli preparations 
The ^ was also conducted there. The Panchangom Samans. 

as gjyWiga.” a nd etc. were, however, stored as before in 

the rooms north of Kochumadapalli. 

(6) Pakkom Sadya- 

V- In the case of Pakkom Sadya, the following sheds Were 
put up mrth of Nagarkavu in the Thevarathukoikkal Thoppu- 

(1) One shed (east to West long) Was put up north of the 
Well in the Thoppu, roofed with corrugated iron-sheet screened so 
as to servs for cooking rice. 

(2) Two Nedumpuras (east to West long) were located 
just south and south-west of the above shed to serve as places for 
serving- In the eastern one, Sastrakali Potties Who Were not able 
to pirtake in the Nalukettu Sadya were fed along with other Thulu 
Potties and Namboori Brahmins- The flooring was rammed and 
cow-duagad Well- The second shed Was invariably used for feed-i 
ing others. 

(3) Another shed (north to south long) was put up east 
of (2) roofed with corrugated iron-sheets and screened so too- This 
Was used for cooking vibhavoms other than rice- The pointing in 
the tiled flooring Was renewed- 

(4) Two other temporary sheds (north to south long) pa¬ 
rallel to the shed in (3) and to the east of it were made for storing 
Samans neeessary for Sadyas in the Kochumadapalli and Pakkom. 
Side platforms made of bamboo and ■ covered with bamboo-mat¬ 
tings Were erected on all the four sides to keep samans without

(5) East of the 2 sheds in (4) and parallel to them Was 
another shad for storing fuel necessary for Thevarathukoikkal 
Sadyas. 
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(6) Another temporary shed was also additionally put up 
20'x 12' north of the substore sheds and east to west long, to 
serve as *oWs>i J sj I1 -jo. This Karikkuvettu Was till this year done in 
the open verandah to the West of the Vibhavom Madapalli- That 
Was then a hindrance for cooking and Karikkuvettu was done expos¬ 
ed- That additional shed remedied those defects- 
(c) Padmavilasom Palace-

Firewood and provisions- 

VIII- The articles necessary for sadya were lirsi received from 
the respective main stores on the indents prepared by the Sub-store 
Officer in charge of Thevarathukoikkal sub-stores, on the direction of 
the Officer in charge of Thevarathukoikkal arrangements. Adbikara- 
thu Nairs took these samans from the main store to the substores- 
The articles were issued by the substore Officer on the requisitions 
of the Officers in charge of sadyas in the Pakkorn and Kochumada. 
palli. As it was not easy to transport things from the substore to 
Kochumadapalli through the Sadir Pandal, another Kochumadapalli 
store had to be formed and an Officer waB put in charge of that 
store to Supply things to cooks as per requirements. This arrange¬ 
ment worked very satisfactorily, 

IX- Fire wood necessary was received from the main fuel 
store and stocked in the fire-wood shed near Pakkorn mad apally and 
taken over there through the southern-most door in the eastern wall 
of the Thevarathukoikkal buildings. What quantity -was necessary 
for Kochumadapalli was transferred to Kochumadapalli buildings 
everytime- The quality of fuel necessary for the Thevaiatbu- 
koikkal Sadyas differed from those and for other purposes in that 
the requirements at Thevarathukoikkal had all to be broken into 
small units of 3/4 Thulam- These were taken to Kochumadapalli 
earlier than other provisions from the Thevarathukoikkal substore. 
The continuous and crowded programme of functions in the Sadir 
Pandal entailed great care and vigilance on the part of the sub¬ 
ordinates to see when it would be vacant for the transport of samans

Tim total (jmntity of riee cooked in Kochumadapalli was 107-8 par¬ 
as and 413-5 paras in Pakkom respectively- Statement No- 4 
gives an account of rice cooked and samans used for vibhavoms- ]t 
could be seen therefrom that there were 2 Prathamans, 4 kinds 
of esfcp' 1 , 4 kinds of fruits and 2 Palahararne on all noon-day sadya 
of the Kochumadapalli except that Prathamans were enhanced to 4 
on the Muhoortham and Samavarthanam days- In the case of 
Pakkom Sadya in the noon Prathamans were 2 in number for hot! 
the Muhoortham and Samavarthanam days and 1 on all other days- 
In the case of cros, there were 2 Prathamans in the Kochu¬ 

madapalli as against one for Pakkom sadya- Each Thampurar. ai d 
Thampuratti were provided with 2 <s>«w~ai during noon meals, one 
to be used for warm water and the other for ««mcseitT's^a. was 
also given to all- They were all given ordinary meals on the 8th 
and the 9th and on the 15th and 16th- The appended statenunt 
No- 5 gives the vibhavoms and samans used for the ordii aty 
meals- All such meals were given in the Padmavilasom Kottaram 
excepting that on the night of the 14th, when the meals Were made 
ready in the Tbevarathukoikkal itself- The cooks engaged for 
Kochumadapalli prepared these meals also- 48-1 paras of rice were 
cooked for ordinary meals both before and after tie ceremony- 
In -addition to this there was sadya for the Sasthrakali Nambooriee 
on the 9th evening for Rottighoshippu met from Pakkom vibhavoms 
They were fed in the Nalukettu of the Thevarathukoikk il- On- 
other sadya of the similar kind was given to them on the evening 
of the 10th i-e-, the Muhoortham day.

Grnter number of servers had to be engaged, however, due to the 
simultaneous sadya arranged for both Thampurans and Tham- 
puratties- There Were so many servers as there were vibhavoms- 
Important and Prathamans and m.aoioo etc-, were served 

a second time also- A list of employees who were in charge of 
feeding arrangements is also appended showing the nature of the 
work they had in connection with the sadyas- (Vide statement A 
attached). By this division of labour each invited guest received 
personal attention- 

XII1- Besides serving in the Bhandi, the cooks and ser¬ 
vers had to help in the Pakarcha- Those Palace servants and Work

XIV. The ordinary "meals sanctioned for Thampurans and 
Thampuratties commenced in the Padmavilasom Palace from the 
morning of the 8th Makara.n when Thampurans and Thampuratties 
hid begun to arrive. Statement No. 5 gives quantity of rice 
cookel each day. It also furnishes the nature of vibhavams as also 
the quinticy of provisions used for such sadyas- loitog-pa, and

guests- 

XVII- By the time leaves Were spread and the first course 
Was in progress, information was left with the Officer in charge of 
the guests to take all the Thampurattics from different Kottarams 
to Tluvarathukoikkal- Thampuiatties wen; also tree by this time 
to take meals as the feeding of Kochu Thampuraiis and Thampura¬ 
tties would have been over- 

XV’in. Vibhavoms commencing with rice; and ghee were

As the Thampurans had to 
be fed in the place, those who Were late were fed in the Nedumpura 
as stated supra- After the feeding of the Sambandhi Potties was 
over, Palace and Nithiachilavu and Chellamvaka servants, men on 
special duty were fed- Those who were notable to partake of the 
meals at the time were given Pakareha- After these were fed, the 
Thavanakars (women servants) were fed in the main Nalukettu out 
of Pakkom Sadya vibhavoms- It may be boldly said that all with¬ 
out exception were sumptuously fed out of Pakkom. In addition

Special religious ceremonies within thnvarathuroikkal. 

XXVIL The three special religious ceremonies conducted 
Within the Thatarathukoikkal buildings were also supervised under 
orders. They Were Kottighoshippu on the 9th, Sastrakali on the 
10th and Vachu Namaskaram on the 11th- The first Was perform, 
ed at 6 P- th; second Was at about 8 p- M- and the last at about 
10 a- M-, on the third day- The special care to be taken by the 
Officer in cb trge is to see that the Sastrakali Namboories are fed 






sufficiently early, say, 1J hours bjfore the time, on the first 2 days, 
so that they might get-dressed ready for the function- 20 minutes 
before the time they were taken from Yaliakoikal where they were 
lodged- Statement No- 9 gives the details of samans necessary for 
these 3 ceremonies- In the case of the first 2 ceremonies, the oflai 
mlgdajiOo 4 in number were placed in the Nadapura of Theva- 
rathukoikkal just between the 2 flight of steps leading to the 
southern and northern wings of the Sadirpura and lighted marly 30 
minutes before the time- 3 Paras are placed in front, full of paddy.

XXVIII. On the second day there was this difference. Eis> 
Highness and Koyal family after returning from the Nadapura sat 
on the seats, put in the frontage leading to Nadapura and witnessed 
the play of the Sastrakalikars for some time. The frontage was 
also decorated- 

XXIX. On the Vachorukku day, the method was all the 

same. After making ready the samans as detailed above, in the 
Nalukettu on its south western corner, carpets made ready from the 
Palace were spread east of #aisi^oo,M samans for Sastrakali Potties 
to sit- Similar carpets were spread to the west and north of the 
lights for the use cf Ttieir Highnesses- One was also 

placed. Two or three chief persons out of the two Gramakars sat 
on the carpets. One chief from each of the two Gramams came 
forward and was seated on the emg^aiA. His HighneEs gave one 
A" 1 * 1 as Dakshina, containing seven hundred fanams and another 
containing 24 fanams as Kanikka- His Highness repeated that in 
the case of second set also. Soon after the departure of Their 
Highnesses, the gramakars moved. The "'V was prepared from 
the Special Office and handed over to the Officer in charge of the 
arrangements- The whole of the Thevarathukeikkal buildings were 
decorated with flower garlands- 

XXX. It is not out of place to mention the whole-hearted 
help rendered by Messrs- T. li- Krishna Iyer b- a-, B. l-, Utsava 
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matcm Kariakar and P- Keralavarma Raja B- A-, B- X-, Mathilakam 
Kariakar in making the padyas a success- The appended statement 
No- A gives the details of persons who were helping me in the 
conduct of sadyas- Each and every one of them worked day and 
night wi bout rest to make the function a success- My thanks are 
specially dm to Krishnan Potti. Sreekariam, Kuzhithura Devaswom 
and N- Kulathu Iyer, Sreekariam, Marungoor Devaswom to have 
taken up the entire responsibility of making the Pakkom Sadya a 
success- Equally commendable was the sincere labour offered by 
Gourisubramonya Iyer, Sreekariam, Krishnancoil Devaswom in 
seeing that the arrangements for Kochumadapalli Sadya left nothing 
to be desired- The whole success was entirely due to the whole¬

Kottaram in connection with the 
Tikumadampu ceremony of 
1114. 

The main items of work attended to at 'the Vadukkey Kotta¬ 
ram .were the following :— 

(L) Preparing Coffee and Tiffin and distributing them to the 
several guests, on the 8th, 9th, (both morning and ..veiling) evening 
of the 14th and on the 15th viz., 2 days before and 2 days after the 
ceremony as per Palace sanction. The standard of the Pallikkettu 
ceremony of 1114 was adopted for the morning coffee and that of 
the Pallikkettu ceremony of 1109 for the evening tiffin- 

(2) Preparation and distribution of coffee, sweet meats etc, 
both in the morning, noon and evening on the days of the cere¬ 
mony viz-, from the 10th morning to the 14th noon. 

(3) Preparation of additional sweet meats for the 
on the 10th noon. 

(4) Preparation and distribution of sweet meats for the 
Officers’ feast at the Kandappalli Medai on the night of the 11th 
and 12th. 

The guests arrived from the evening of the 6th and their 
number gradually increased by the .evening of the 9th \vhen al¬ 
most all the quests had arrived. They were accommodated in the 
• following buildings. 

(1) Padma Vilasom 

(2) Zenana Mission School, 

(3) Bhajana Pura, 

(4) Kizhakkey Kottaram, 

(5) . Ramanamadom. 

(6) Meruswami Madom and 

(7) Mithranandapuram. 

The Edappally Chief and party arrived at about 3 p. m., on the 
6th and on arrival, they were given tiffin at the Kizhakkey Kotta- 

On the 8th, 9th, 14tb, ar.d loth, the guests were given coffee, 
uppuma and fruits, twice a day at 6 a.-m. in the morning and 
3 P. M., in the evening. From the 10th the Thampuratties were 
served with coffee, tiffin t tc., in two batches—one at Padmavilascm 
and the other at Bhajanapura. The Thampursns were served at 
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the Vadakkiy Kottanun in the Nalukettu. The floors of the 
Kitchen and the Nalukettu were washed twice a day and the pre¬ 
mises cleaned and disinfected. The services of the sweeper women 
attached to the Vadakkey Kottaram were utilised for cleaning the 
Kitchen and Nalukettu and the premises. The guests accommo¬ 
dated at the Kizhakkey Kottaram and Mithranandapuram were 
supp.ied with sweet meats from the 1 Oth to the 14th. From the 7t.h 
up to the 15th, the coffee powder and tea required for all the places 
W3ra supplied from the Vadakkey Kottaram. From the iChh to the 
14th besides sweet meats etc., Iddaly was also supplied to.the 
guests accommodated at 'the Kizhakkey Kottaram. The other 
guests were served with coffee etc., at their respective residences. 

The preparation of coffee, sweet meats elc., was entrusted to 
one G- Narasimhan Potti on contract at rates sanctioned by Govern¬ 
ment. Government had also sanctioned the engaging of ten servers 
at 10J fanaras each par day. On the 8th as there was only a 
smaller number of guests, only 6 servers were employed. From 
the 9th to the 14th the full strength of the 10 servers was utilised 
to meet the demands of the guests- On the loth as some guests 
had left, only 8 servers were engaged. It will thus be seen that 
the strictest economy was aimed at by engaging only the servers 
that were absolutely necessary.

One main feature of. this ceremony is that no Kanji or other 
preparation was served. All the guests were supplied with coffee. 
Such of those who required milk and all children, were given milk 
according to requirements. On some fast days (gs®‘) the Thampu- 
ratties and Thampurans who wanted palaharamS for supper were 
given Uppuma, or Doss and Coffee or milk according to require¬ 
ments, Every day the morning coffee etc., was made ready at the 
respective places at 6 a- m., and the evening tiffin at 3 p. m- Such

of those who wanted it earlier with a view to attend the functions in 
the Sadirpura were served with coffee etc., at the times they re¬ 
quired. 

The milk required for the coffee etc., was getdOwn partly 
from the Government Dairy Farm and partly from the contractor. 
(L9 Paras and 2£ Edangalis from the Dairy,Farm and 70 paras and 
1 Edangali from the contractor). Thus on the whole only 89 
Paras and Edangalis of milk have been consumed. Of this 
quantity 4 Paras of milk were used for children and other people 
who required milk ; 1 Para 6J Edangalis were used for preparing 
sweet meats, and 8| Edangalis were used for butter milk for 
9@2 and a Edangalis were supplied to Amrithu Madappalli. Only 
the balance of 82 Paras and 3 Edangalis was used for coffee. On 
an average the milk consumed for coffee amounted to only 10 paras 
and 3 Edangalis. 

Of the 139 lbs. of coffee seeds consumed for the ceremony 
from the 7th to 15th, 9 lbs. were supplied to Amrithu Madappally, 
8 lbs., to Kizhakkey Kottaram and 10 lbs., to the Azhvancherry 
Thamprakkal at Mithranandapuram. Only the balance of 112 lbs., 
was used for coffee at Vadakkey Kottaram. The coffee seeds were 
roasted and powdered daily according to requirements so as to get 
the maximum flavour. J1J lbs.-of tea were received from the 
office and this was distributed as follows ■ 

Kizhakkey Kottaram lbs., and 

Mithranandapuram . 6 lbs. 

The executive staff consisted of one* Officer, two assistants and 
1 peon- One of the assistants was asked to supervise the serving 
at Padma Vilasom and the other at Vadakkey Kottaram and the 
peon at Bhajanapura and other places. 4 Servers were deputed for 
serving at Padma Vilasom, 3 at Vadakkey Kottaram, 2 at Bhajana¬ 
pura and 1 at the remaining camps. I went round and supervised 
the serving in all places on different occasions. It is satisfactory 
to note that the contractor and the servers engaged by him did 
their work willingly without giving room for any complaint either 
from the guests or from the employees. The gentlemen who were 
deputed to assist me viz., Messrs. Sesha Iyer, Kulathu Iyer and 
peon Anantharama Iyer were of immense help to me in the dis¬ 
charge of the duty entrusted to me and it is no exaggeration to say 
that they attracted the guests both by their modest behaviour and 
by their readiness to serve when occasion so demanded*

In. response to a call from the Chief Secretary to Govern, 
meat the Travanoore Boy Scouts Association organised a corps of 
Scouts and Scouters belonging to Trivandrum city to act as ushers 
at the Sadir Pandal in TheVarathukoikkal Pnlnce from Monday 23rd 
to Friday 27th January 1939. Though this corps was formed at 
practically a few hours’ notice, the service undertaken was (by all 
report) very efficiently discharged. 

The Thirumadampu Service Corps of Boy Scouts was compo¬ 
sed of the Boy Scouts and Scouters of Trivandrum exclusively. It 
was captained by their District Scoutmaster Mr. A. Krishnaswaroi 
Aiyangar, b. a., L. t., who planned and arranged the shifts of 
the parties that were on duty and saw to the carrying out of the 
work. In the absence of the District Scout Commissioner owing 
to physical indisposition, Mv, K. JT. Ramabhadran, Organising 
Commissioner, was deputed to be in official charge of the corps on 
the spot at the Pandal. 

The Scouts and Scouters rose equal to the strain of being 
continuously present at one and all the functions from morning 
till lace at night. A full programme of crowded entertainments 
of great merit attracted huge crowds and in spite of the stupeudity 
and delicacy of the job the Scouts successfully kept perfect order 
and decorum. The Scouts threw themselves into the work whole, 
hearted ly. 

The previous experience of service at the Pallikettu cele¬ 
brations of 1934 stood the helpers in good stead, and the credit 
for efficiency goes to the voluntary discipline and sense of duty 
on the part of the Boy Scouts and every _ Scout Leader who took 
part. They gave both implicit obedience'and intelligent co-opera, 
tion. It must be acknowledged that the public were not inclined 
to misunderstand the Scouts; on the other hand many paid 
them handsome compliments for the success and ability with which 
they discharged their delicate and difficult task. The Scouts have 
succeeded in creating the impression, indeed, in the mind of the 
public that they have naturally been made for the job. 

I must make my acknowledgments of the hard, unstinted 
and hearty work put m by one and all the Scouters whose names 
are given below. Mr. A, Lekshminarayana Iyer was helpful in a 



special way iu not only taking to. the work keenly from start to 
finish but also by acting as liason officer between official quarters and 
ourselves bringing us information as to their requirements and 
helping us in adjusting, puc prograjftme., His experience of the 
previous P.illikettu was very helpful to us all in Our plans. I muBt 
appreciate also the ability of Mr. N. Adikesava Iyengar in manag¬

REPORT. 

Electricity Department—Thirumadampu 
Ceremony of 1L14 

Staff. A special staff consisting of one Supervisor and one 
clerk was sanctioned as per G. 0. R. O. C. No. 8348/38/Genl., dated 
19.-1-1939. The Mains Engineer and the Government Buildings 
Supervisor heartily co-operated in carrying out the electrical arran¬ 
gements in their sections. 

Works carried out by this section areas follows.— 

The electrification of the Thevarathukoikkal premises may be 
classified into four sections. 

1. The Main and the Northern Sadtrpuras. 

2. The Nadapura and AnakottiL 

3. Thevarathukoikkal main building. 

4. Temporary sheds. 

1. Main and Northern Sadirpuras were lit up with a large 
number of candelibrium bulbs fitted up in special types of brackets 
having the shapes of elephant heads, oval and jargon* The ele¬ 
phant heads and oval brackets were fixed on each and every pillar 
at a suitable height so as to afford maximum lighting and ornamen¬ 
tal effect. The jargon type of bracket was used all round the 
. balcony which brought to light the several ornamental works when 
looked from below. The same type of chandeliers as were fitted for 
Pallikettu were also utilized for this occasion which, besides being 
ornarpental units gave ample light on all sides. 

The two Simhasanams were profusely illuminated all round 
and top with about two hundred numbers of special bulbs. The 
lighting of the Simhasanams was an attraction to the visitors.'Suf¬ 
ficient number of ceiling fans and table fans were provided, the 
former hung up in the balcony for the convenience of distinguished 
guests and the latter for the public. The whole .installation wps in¬ 
dependently controlled from one control board located just outside 
the Main Sadirpura 

Since most of the wiring of the Thevarathukoikkal premises had 
already been completed for the last Pallikettu Government ordered 
them to be retained for the purpose of this ceremony. Only such 
portions of the wiring as were actually dismantled before receipt of 
the order were put back for the occasion- This entailed rewiring, 
rgfixing the chandeliers, renewing .the fancy painting of the special 
brackets, re-erecting the main control board in the Sadirpura as also, 
rewiring some of the temporary sheds. 



Since there was an interval of "about five months between Palli- 
kettu and Thirutnadampu a very small portion of the wiring had to 
be rectified. Very great pains were taken to ensure perfect opera- 
' tion of the whole installation and each and every circuit was 
thoroughly tested and put in order wherever necessary. 

The extra arrangements made for this occasion over and above 
those done for Pallikettu were (i) wiring up nearly a dozen and a 
half flood lights for the stage and (ii) wiring for four light points 
in green rooms. 

2. Nadapuraand Anakottil, These were illuminated by hunte- 
lite bulbs in elephant head special brackets fitted up on the ornamen¬ 
tal pillars. Half a dozen chandeliers of similar type were hung up in 
every section of the canopy to illuminate the decorations therein. 
The lights were controlled independently from a single distribution 
board. 

3. The The vara thukoikkal Main Building. A large number 
electric lights were provided in the various rooms, halls and corridor 
.of the building. The Edakettu was specially attended to by supply¬ 
ing a good number of lights with .fancy shades so as to give the 
paintings on the walls and the canopy decorations the best appearance.' 
Four chandeliers were hung up in the Edakettu. The whole insta¬ 
llation was controlled by three distribution boards located suitably. 
Six extra light points in the corridor from Sundaravilasom Palace 
to the IJoyal Balcony in the Sadirpura were wired .up in this con¬ 
nection, . 

4. Temporary Sheds. Enough lights were provided in the 
various sheds put up in connection with the ceremony. Three additi¬ 
onal light points were wired up in the hospital building adjacent to 

, the main Sadirpura and three in Sundaravilasom tent. 

Loud Speaker Equipment. Seven'loud speakers in all were 
installed for the occasion to entertain a very large audience with 
music and 6ther entertainments. . Four indoor type loud speakers 
also were fixed in the pandal, one horn type near Srikanteswaram 
Fort Gate and two exponential type at Putharikandom maidan in 
front of the East Fort.The operation of all loud speakers was exceed¬ 
ingly satisfactory. The equipment was also utilised for amplifying 
the music and speech of the drama and dance performances. 

Zenana Mission School. This building was also wired up with 
three dozen of light points for the occupation of the Thampurans 
and a wireman posted on duty during the period of their stay. 

Illumination of the Fort area and the'insta 11ation of additional 
temporary lights at Sundaravilasom were also done.-The illumination 
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oE the triumphal arches,- Sundaravilasom gate, Anakottil etc, Was 
carried out exactly as was done during the last Pallikettu. 

Temporary Sub Station at Fort High School. The temporary 
sub-station provided for the Pallikettu works was kept for Thiruma- 
dampu. The station was re-energised on 6-6-114. Sadirpura, 
Thevarathukoikkal and illumination lights inside Fort were fed 
frrim this sub station. 

Road Illumination. Illumination lines were greeted at Thekke- 
theruvu, West street and Pazhavangadi street. Coloured bulbs were 
provided along these streets and along the main road from Pazha¬ 
vangadi to Vettimuricha Fort Gate. Illumination was maintained 
till 16-6-114. - •

2. All cars must observe the rule of ‘‘One Way Traffic” ex¬ 
cept cars carrying the members of the Royal Family or the Dewan, 
who may wish to enter by the Vettimuricha Fort Gate to go to 
Krishna Vilas or Saraswathi Vilas or who may leave Sundara 
Vilas and wish to take the shortest way out through the Pazha- 
vangadi Fort Gate. The Thampurans and Thampuratties at Padma 
Vilas and others living in the Fort must all observe the “One Way 
Traffic” e. g. A car from Padma Vilas wishing to leave the Fort, 
must not go through the Pazbavangadi Fort Gate, but round past 
the Pandal through the iSouth Street.and out by the Vettimuricha 
Fort Gate. 

3. On the day of the procession, those cars bearing the green 
procession discs that are permitted to go to Thekkethtruvu Maliga 
are being instructed to approach the MaJiga from the direction of 
the western Fort Gate.

No one is to have more than perhaps two tickets for himself 
an example is worked out below. 

A is a person in Department X. There are fourteen different 
tickets for the week, one for each day and one for each night. No 
one .should be given a complete set of 14 tickets for his own 
use ; e. g. 

A gets 14 tickets for his own use — 

Result—One man enters the Pandal 14 times. 

A gets 6 tickets for Monday morning for himself and his 
family, 4 tickets on Thursday night for 4 friends and 4 tickets on 
Sunday morning for anothor 4 friends. 

— Result — 14 persons visit the Pandal. 

Tickets should be given in group's as described above to ensure 
their being used by different people. 

The name entered on all, however, should be A’s, because he 
is the person responsible for the persons using the tickets.
